SHOOTING AFFRAY BETWEEN PUGILISTS. 


An Encounter in a Spokane Newspaper Of- 

fice That May Prove Fatal. 
Spokane Faris, Wash., July 19.—[Special.] 
—A shooting affray occurred here today in 
the office of the Spokesman. Several pugil- 
ists and the sporting editor were in consul- 
tation in the city editor’s room when Billy 
Lynn, a burly tough who goes by the svbri- 
quet of “Crazy Billy.“ stalked in and without 
provocation jumped on Patsy Mulligan, a 
bantem weight from Tacoma. Mulli- 
gan pulied a gun, but the bellig- 
erents were parted and Lynn ejected 
from the office. Thereupon he went round 
to the back door, and, passing through the 
composing-rooms, opened the door leading 
into the editorial room and fired three shots. 
Mulligan received a dangerous and possibly 
fatal wound in the back, the bullet lodging 
in the left lung. Jake Smitn, a lightweight 
of San Francisco, was shot in the hand and 
knee. Lynn was arrested. Professional 
jealousy is believed to have been the cause 
of the shooting. 


BLOODY BATTLE IN KENTUCKY: 


Warring Clans Meet and When They Sepa- 
rate Four Men Are Dead. 

Louisvi.iz, Ky., July 19.—It is reported 
that at Hubbard’s Mills, a small piace in 
Knox County, last Thursday the Smith and 
Messer factions met and when the smoke 
had cleared away four were dead. It was on 
the occasion of a political meeting. As 
soon as the speaker was through 
the crowd repaired to radely constructea 
tables near by which were loaded with 
bread, barbecued meats, and bome-made 
dainties. Two of the warring factions got 
into a quarrel and in a moment chere were 
arranged ten on one side and eight on the 
otner in line of battle. Firing began almost 
simultaneously and the crowd fied to snelter 
in every direction. When the fight was 
over four had beon killed, two on each side, 
The dead men of the Messer faction were 
two young men named Mulls, and the Smiths 
were Bob Burchett and Hubbard.

4 DAY OF TERSOR AND EXCITEMENT 


| AT MONTRUSE AND IRVING PARK. 


The Animal Escapes from Its Kennel in 
Niles Center and Lacerates the Flesh 
of Three Victims and a Score or More 
of Horses, Cows, saad Dogs — It Is 
Finally Chased Down and Backed to 
Pieces. 


Amad dog made Friday a day of terror 
and excitement in Montrose and Irving 
Park. The excitement is not over yet. 

Tne animal was small. black, and curly. It 
looked like a cross between a poodle and a 
Newfoundland. It belonged to a gardener 
named Hoffmaster at Niles Center. It was 
a surly, fierce brute, and was always kept 
chained. Friday morning it went mac in its 
-kennel. In some way not to be explained it 
got loose. It ran amuck after the fashion of 
all rabid dogs, and was finally chased down 

ö r hacked to pieces. Its victims are as fol- 
ows: 

MICHAEL NASH, No. 929 Elston avenue, railroad 

laborer, right arm badly lacerated. 

DEXTER CALKINS, Irving Park, 8 years old, bit- 

ten in the face, ; 

BARNEY KTIAX. 10 years old, bitten in the 

chest. 

The animal also bit a score of horses, cows, 
and dogs, some of which nave been killed. 

The Firat Victim. 

The animal's first appearance was at Mont- 
rose, in the Twenty-seventh Ward (Jeffer- 
son), where a gang of laburers was at work 
on the new Northwestern roadbed to 
Evanston. The dog trotted up al- 
most unnoticed and when it reached 
the men, who were industriously plymg 
shovel and pick, made a spring for Michaei 
Nash. He had his sleeves rolled up above 
the elbows and was taken entirely unawares. 
Tne dog fustened its fangs deep in his right 
arm just above the elbow and crunched the 
bone with a death. like grip. The other labor- 
ers attacked bim with their ahovels and after 
afew horrible seconds the dog let go and 
scudded away. Nasn was put on an engine 
and taken to the city, where his wound was 
cauterized. 

The animal next attacked two boys near 
the Montrose depot, but was beaten off. A 
crowd gave chase, and it crawled in under 
the depot platform. While Officer Spikens 
was poking for him with a stick in one hand 
and a revolver in the other the dog ran out 
on the opposite side and tore down the 
street. The policeman emptied his six-shooter 
in vain. The animal disappeared. 

It was about 10:30 o’clock when the dog 
turned up at the next town, Irving Park, 
after chewing the legs of a few horses and 
cattle in the flelds on the way. In a barn 
at the rear of the post-office the Calkins 
boy was bridling a horse. The mad dog 
rushed through one door and out the other, 
snapping the boy in the face as he passed. 
The wound shows the marke of every fang 
distinctly. 

“Mad Dog!” 

The cry of “mad dog was raised all 
over the village, as it had been 
shortly before at Montrose. While the 
dog trottea down St. Charles avenue 
the motners gathered in their children, while 
the men and big brothers issued forth with 
revolvers, clubs, and pitchforks. Will Jobn- 
son’s three dogs were enjoying a friendly 
scrap in the middie of the road. The Niles 
Center dog ran amuck and inoculated each 
of them. 

Further on it found little Barney Kiehm, 
and before the fleeing youngster could reach 
the house tore the flesh from his breast with 
one savage snap of its cruel, foaming fangs. 

Fred Highlauds, another boy, was mowing 
the grass in the front. yard of his home. 
When the dog made for him Fred swing the 
scythe and caught the beast in the neck with 
tne point of the blade. The animal left the 
courageous boy and pursued his way toward 
the limits of the town, snapping at the 
numerous other dogs on the way. 

Weary and weakened by the wound in its 
Leck the dog crawled into the tall grass un- 
der the shade of a tree just 
out of town, and lay there snapping 
its foaming chops. Meanwhile a pursuing 
party was being organized at Irving Park. 


Sallying forth bey advanced to the lair of 
the beast and drove it forth. Out of a hun- 
dred shots that were fired one hit the dog in 
the shoulder and disabled it. It had been 
driven across lots by the fusillade and the 
shouting of the chasing multitude to a hay- 
field near Grand View.

| VISITED BY A BRIGHT METEOR. 


People Throughout the State Witness s 
Strange Fhenomenon—!ta Coarse. 
A brilliant meteor shot athwart the sky 


ast evening at 8:45 o’clock, taking a west- 


erly direction and defiecting on the north 
about five degrees. When first observed the 
stranger was coming from an easterly direc- 
tion about five degrees south of the center 
line. It had the appearance of a piece of 
white metal frash from the furnace. In the 
center there appeared a dark spot something 
in the shape of a circular button. When this 
spot disappeared the long train of electric 
sparks went out like the noiseless bursting 
of a bubbie. 

The electric display was visible for pos- 
sibly two minutes. The meteor followed a 
straight line from its appearance to its dis- 
appearance, which would indicate its close 
proximity to the earth, If it had been dt a 
greater distance it would have appeared to 
describe a circie in its course. 

The contact of the meteor with the atmos- 
, phefe did not result in a report or series of 
reports, though accompanied by a sizzing 
noise such as may be noted when a red-hot 
piece of iron comes in contact wit some 
substance of equal powers of resistance. 

The visitor presented an appearance of 
brilliancy greater than the electric ligat. It 
was brighter than any of the stars, the lat- 
ter by contrast presenting the appearance of 
— old gas- jet compared with the electric 

ut. 

The fragmentary sparks from the passing 
body were not many. What there were of 
them almost instantly disappeared after 
separating from the main body, their course 
through the air and final extinguishment re- 
sembling expuisions from a large skyrocket, 
‘though the separation was unaccompanied 
by any explosions. 

The phenomenon was witnessed by a great 
many persons, particularly those lhving on 
the North Side in the vicinity of Dearborn 
avenue and Ontario street. They describe 
the passage of the meteor as exceedingly brill- 
lant and awe-inspiring. None of them could 
be found who bad observed the presence of 
the meteor in the eastern horizon. All agreed 
that it had first appeared near the center line 
and that its course had been strdigh. It is 
believed the meteor has fallen somewhere 
within the limits of the State. 

An officer in the Stanton avenue district 
stood near a patrol-box on Cottage Grove 
avenue when a blaze of light that seemed to 
shoot out of the lake flashed across the sky 
towards the West. So sudden was the blaze 
that it took the officer off his feet. He sprang 
to the patrol-box and called up the station.

Russia Fomenting Disorrd in Armenia. 


Tne situation in the East of Europe is 
Wing worse every. day and it is become 
uite evident that the interference of the 
wers in tue affairs of Armenia is absolute-

are to be protected from the grossest out- 
rages or the country is to be saved from the 

rasp of Russia. The English Consul at 
Frreroum has telegraphed to the British Em- 
passy in this city that its proper course is 
to advise the Porte to make ail haste to rei n- 
force the garrisons of Armenia if the Sultan 
means to offer any practical opposition to a 
Russian invasion. 

The Consui states that all sorts of war ma- 
terial are literally pouring in in an incessant 
stream through Batoum, which hies in the 
part of the country which was to 
Russia by the treaty of Berlin, and the trans- 
port service is working night and day to the 
full extent of ite capaci it is firmly be- 
lieved here that unless Turkey acts quickly, 
or the European Powers a hand 
the business, will secure so strong a 
hola of Armenia that it will be next to impos- 
sible to disloage her.

Prince to publicly 
implicate Empress Frederick in plottiag 
against him. The ex-Empress has just in- 
tensified his auger y warning him that if 
the report is true that he is preparing his 
memoirs he must publish none of her letters 
or her husband’s witbeut her consent, and 
intimating indiréctly that he would be 
prosecuted if he failed to comply. 
Forthwith the Prince selected from the 
list of applicants for an interview with him 
the correspondent of tne Dresdener Nach 
richten, a paver potorious for its hostility to 
the ei. Frederick, and accorded 
him an rview which lasted § sev- 
eral hours: The official expectation is 
that the Emperor will direct the 
application to Prince Bismarck of the 
rescript which the Prince prepared after the 
Von Arnim trial ordering the Ministers of 
State to take an oath not to publish anything 
relating to State business without permis- 
sion from the sovereign. Otner provisions 
of the rescript give validity to the actions of 
Empress Frederick. 

Prince Ferdinand Discouraced. 

At a secret meeting of Prince Alexander 
of Battenberg and Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia at Eger, in Bohemia, Prince Ferdinana 
asked for an explicit assurance that Prince 
Alexander would not return to Bulgaria. He 
also asked what meaning was to be attached 
to his adoption of Maj. Panitga’s child. He 
said he felt it to be useless to continue his 
struggie to maintain himself as ruler at Sofia 
if Prince Alexander was to de his rival. 
Prince Alexander protested that he had 
no ambition to retura to Bulgaria. Panitza’s 
boy, he explained, was his godson, and the 
adoption of the boy had nothing to do with 
politics. He advised Prince Ferdinand to 
return to his post and govern coastitutional- 
ly, and he promised that if war should break 
out he would serve in the Bulgarian army in 
any capacity.

"> . BECOMING FAIR DIRECTORS, 
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Obstacles Which Prevent Their Scheme 
from Being Carried Out—They May Be 
Little Contrary in the Matter of the 
$5,000,000 Loan—The New Ordinance 
to Be Introdaced Monday Night—a. 1. 
Goshorn Likely to Be Chosen Director- 
General. 
Tue Council will have a hard time getting 
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f any representatives on the directory of tne 


World's Columbian Exposition. The direct- 
ors are not greatly worried over the scheme. 
They characterize it as “ chimerical.” 

The directors must be elected by the stock- 
holders, and the city owns no stock. More- 
over, it cannot buy any. its $5,000,000 cannot 
be used in that way. Itis to be used in aid 

- of the Exposition. 

Again, the present organization of the cor- 
poration canndt be disturbed for a year, and 
then only by the actual stockholders. They 
might increase the number of the directors 
and elect m. They can elect men not 
stockholders to the directory if they wish, 
and if they see fit can elect members of the 
Council, Thatis the only way the Council 
can succeed in its undertaking, and it is a 
pretty difficult matterto control 28,000 stock- 
holders. 

In the matter of the $5,000,000, however, 
the Council undoubtedly has the whip hand. 
It cannot use the money for anything b 
World's Fair purposes, but it will have a 
great deal to say about how it sbali be used 
in that direction. If the conditions and 
terms be made too intricate the only recourse 
the board will have will be to refuse the loan, 
and the directors say they will not hesitate 
to do that if it be considered at all advisable. 

“T think,” said one director, “that if any 
such attempt were made to mjure the Fair 
the people, if necessary, would raise all the 
additional money required, if only to put the 
Council to shame.“ 

I believe,“ said another, “‘ that we could 
get all the money necessary, even if the 
Council should refuse us the $5,000,000. I 

can't tell you how just now, but it could be 
done.“ 

Still, it is not believed the Council will 
so far as to refuse the money on reasonable 
terms, if the peeple vote that it may be 
given. 

The Other Scheme. 


But the scheme to put in forty-five new di- 
rectors isa matter of law and not of senti- 
ment. 

“It would not be proper for me to try to 
predict what the directors would do if such a 
scheme were attempted.“ said President 
Gage. But I do not see how any such ar- 
rangement could be made under the laws of 
the State of Illinois. It is not a matter that 
the directors can decide on. We cannot in- 
crease the number of the board or elect new 
members to it except when there are resig- 
natuons. And the Council certhinly has no 
power to appoint directors. It has not power 
to subscribe to its stock even. I am speak- 
ing only of what the board cannot do; not of 
anything that it might do, but won't.“ 

„Aud what could the stockholders do!“ 
Mr. Gage was asked. 

„Well, there is no law requiring that a di- 
rector shall be a stockholder,” he replied. 
I presume they could increase the number 
of directors at the next annual meeting and 
elect forty-five Aldermen if they so desired. 
You might get the opinion of large stock- 
holders and the public generally.“ 

Vice-President Bryan said it might be very 
pretty as a scheme, but he did not see how it 
could be carried out. 

The city can’t subscribe,” he said. and 
even if it couid we would refuse its money as 
a subscription, We could not afford to take 
it in that way. It certainly cannot name di- 
rectors unless it is a subscriber to the stock, 
and there you are.“ 

Can they force you to submit all proposi- 
tions for the expenditure of money to 
wem!“ 

think not. Still they will have consid- 
erable to say about the $5,000,000 loan.”’ 

“What bas the Council to say about the 
bills to be introduced at Spring flela!“ 

Nothing. really. We can introduce them 
whether the Council approves of them or 
not, but, of course, we desireto have them 
satisfactory to the Council.” 

Mr. Pike said it was not necessary to sub- 
mit the bills to the Council at all. 

A Matter of Courtesy. 

“Tt is a matter of courtesy,” he said. 
“We wish to bave the Council act with us 
in the matter, but if it should prepare new 

bills that would not attain the end we 
desire ail we could do would be to go ahead 
and present the bilis we have vrepared. As 

a matter of fact, it seems a bit impertinent 

that the Aidermen should order us to bring

the people are sovereign. The Aldermen are 
only their servants. 

“Even if the Council should refuse I think 
it would so stir up the people that they would 
furnish anything that might be necessary. I 
am of the opinion that we can show over 
$10,000,000 without tne Council’s help. We 
bave $6,000,000 now. Ido not anticipate that 
the Council will refuse us the $5,000,000 on 
account of any such impracticable scheme as 
the one suggested.”’ 


From Headquarters. 


And on top of all came the following offi- 
cial explanation of tne situation from head- 
quarters: 

Under the General Incorporation act the pres- 
ent organization of the corporation is estab- 
lished for one year at least. and it would not be 
possible to inject the Aldermanic element into 
the directory at this time; even in subsequent 
years it would be wholly impracticabie and 
easily avoided. From a legal standpoint there is 
& constitutional inhibition to amending two 
clauses of the constitution at one session of the 
Legisiature unless the idea is sound that 
the @mendment to one clause of the 
Constitution operates to expunge all other 
clauses aftagonistic to the new amend- 
ment. The amendment itself, it is claimed, 
operates to cancel all other clauses in the Con- 
stitution which are incompatible with the 
amendment so adopted, and hence, if the clause 
forbidding the increase of indebtedness is 
amended and Chicago is empowered to increase 
her indebtedness to the extent of $5,000,000, that 
amendment itself operates to expunge the other 
clause in the Constitution which prohibits a city 
lo money to a private corporation. the ob- 
ject of the tional bonded indebtedness being 
expressly to aid the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion.

THEY TALK ABOUT “ BOODLE.” 


Messrs. Burnham and Gookins Straggling 
with a Secret—Directors Incredulona. 
Messrs. Telford Burnham and James F. 

Gookins are responsible for the statement 


that boodle is being used or has been placed 


in certain hands for the puryose of knocking 
out the Lake-Front and securing the whole 
Fair tor Jackson Park. This is the remark 
made originally by Mr. Gookins and repeated 
by Mr. Burnham: 

“TI can place my hand on the very man 
who holds the money intrusted to him for the 
purpose of bribing the City Council to Kill 
the Lake-Front ordinance and to use their 
endeavors to have the World's Fair located 
at Jackson Park.“ 

It is further alleged that this boodle has 
been put up by a rmg of Jackson Park real- 
estate speculators. Messrs. Burnham and 
Gookins are not Jackson Park advocates. 
In fact, their names have been identified 
with she Lake-front filling-in plan for an im- 
mediate settlement of the Lake-Front litiga- 
tion and the placing of the Fair on that site 
since the time when the Fair was first pro- 
jected. It is not strange, therefore, that 
they should be the first to make public such 
a serious allegation. 

Mr. Gookins’ home is in Indiansgpolis, Ind., 
and when in Chicago he stops at the Grace 
Hotel, where he was seen by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter yesterday afternoon. He admitted 
having made such a statement, but said that 
it was not intended for publication.

THE DIRECTOR-GENERALSHIP. 


Strong Probability That A. T. Goshorn 


Will Be Selected. 

The Director-Generaiship is again attract- 
ing attention. it has come up periodically 
for several months, but this time it bids fair 
to be settied. 

A. T. Goshorn of Ohio has the lead. 

The subcommittee of the Committee on 
Permanent Organization, now in session in 
Philadelphia, has expressed a preference for 
him on the theory that a man is needed who 
has had experience in the way of managing 
a great fair. For the same reason the di- 
rectors cre pleased with tne choice. 

That being the case, and it being known 
that a committee of the board will soon meet 
with a committee of the National Commis- 
sion for the sole purpose of selecting a Di- 
rector-General, it would look as if Mr. 
Goshorn had the best show of being chosen. 

The board once had an idea that it 
was to appoint a - Director-General, 
while the National Commission also 
claimed the power. Of course each 
might appoint one, but that would lead to 
trouble now everything appears smooth. 
The board recentiy sent a dispatch asking 
that a committee of Commissioners be ap- 
pointed to meet a similar committee of the 
board to take action. This was done after 
the subcommittee at Philadeiphia had ex- 
pressed its preference for Goshorn. 

“i believe Mr. Goshorn would be entirely 
satisfactory to the board,” said one of the 
directors. We all realize the value of hav- 
ing a man who has had experience in other 
fairs, and Mr. Goshorn seems to be better 
qualified in that way than any one else we 
can get. There are doubtless other men of 
equal executive ability, but it is not safe to 
make experiments in this matter. If Mr. 
Goshorn made any mistakes at the Centen- 
nial we may be sure he’ll not duplicate them 
this time. That’s the value of experience. 
Then, again, be has made a study of fairs 
since that time.” 

Several directors expressed themselves as 
in favor of his appointment, although others 
thought it might be possible to secure an- 
other man equally good without going so far. 
In fact, some seem to stick to the hope that 
Mr. Jeffery will accept the office.

The Debate on the Bill. 


Mr. Thompson of Ohio said thatit was con- 
tended that the bill would violate the Consti- 
tution and was an attempt to delegate to the 
State a power conferred upon Congress. He 
did not so understand it. He regarded it asa 
simple regulation of commerce—an exercise 
of the power of Corgress toreguiate com- 
merce among the States, not a delegation of 
that power. It did not interfefe with inter- 
State commerce, but it provided that the ar- 
ticle imported intoa State, when it was of- 
fered jor sale, should become subject to the 
laws of that State. 

Mr. Lehlbach of New Jersey said intem- 
perance had never been rooted out by legis- 
lation. From his own personal observauon 
he was satisfied that jntemperance was on a 
decline. This was largely dus to the use of 
that mild beverage beer. To the prohibi- 
tionist and the fanatic, however, this was 
the most detested of all stimulants. They 
had not such a strong condemuation for the 
man who carried a bottie of whisky under 
the guise of a Bible or prayer-book as for the 
man who drank beer. He eulogized the so- 
briety and industry of American citizens of 
German birth. In his city (Newark) tie 
great aim of the citizens of German birth 
was to provide homes for themselves. He 
believed that the substitute proposed by the 
gentleman from Iilinvis (Mr. Adams) would 
meet the requirements of the House. 

Mr. Hayes of Iowa opposed thé legislation, 
preferring alittle personal li to a good 
deal of sentimental State’s rights. He con- 
tended that the prohibitory law of Iowa was 
not enforced, and he denied (from observa- 
tion made on a recent visit to his State), that 
there were any original package saloons in 
Iowa. At least he had not seen one, nor had 
he heard of one being there until he had 
returned to Washington. 

Mr. Perkins of Kansas believed in the con 
stitutuonality and propriety of the proposed 
legislation.

In 
his judgment no decision rendered in the bis- 
tory of the Supreme Court had been so un- 
fortunate to the people of the country 
as what was known as the origina! 
package decision. The Dred Scott decision 
bad not been so unfortunate for the ple 
as this recent decision, particularly if Con- 

ress was left powerless in the premises. 
This was not a question of prohibiuon or of 
high or low license; it was a question whether 
the people in their State organizations had a 
right to protect their homes, firesides, and 
families trom unticensed, unrestrained, un- 
restricted rum traffic. If there was a State 
in the Union whose people thought that the 
rum traffic should not be restrained this legis- 
lation would not affect it. But he was glad 
to believe that there was not such a State in 
the Union. At present the decision might 
affect the prohibition States alone, but in a 
little, time all the States would be infested 
by the lawless charucters who kept tne 
original package stores, and the license laws 
and local-option laws would be violatea. 
There ought not to be a vote cast against the 
proposed legisiation. Gentlemen might not 
represent people who believed in prohibition, 
but they represented people who beiteved in

‘Therefore the ordinance is not likely to be 


acted on before the Council adjourns. Thus 
the city will not afford relief to the people of 
Lake, nor will the city authorities permit 
other parties to furnish the reli 

This state of affairs may suit the Lake peo- 
ple. They are strong Democrats and will put 
up with a great deal of inconvenience tor the 
sake of a Democratic city Administration. 
They put up with the defective water supply 
in order to attest their Democratic loyalty. 

The new city lake tunnels do not make any 
better progress than heretofore. The two- 
and-one-half-mile crib is not yet eompleted, 
nor is it likely to be for a year to come 
though it is promised that it will be finished 
in wu few months. But this story is old. So 
is the story that accidents prevent 
work being done. The last excuse was 
a stone that injured tae superstructure. This 
time the crib shaft has sprung a leak. The 
contractor is trying to stop the flow of water, 
it is said, and as soon as he has done 80 it is 
promised that work will be commenced on 
— tunnel outward and inward from the 
crib. 

But before the leak is stopped some other 
accident is likely to happen. acci- 
dents are no inconvenience to the tunnel con- 
tractor, but are @ source of profit to him. 

The work from the two-ana-one-haif-mile 
crib outward and inward will be for a 
single shaft. The stratum is good at 
this point. The level is exghteen feet lower 
than the level of the tunnel where the min- 
ers are at work. Ihe stratum is biue clay 
and will stand the large eight foot bore. 
Thir will bring the contractor only $28 per 
foot. The work on the tunnel outward is 
proceeding in the form of two six-foot shafts 
—at $18 per toot. Thus a foot of progress out- 
ward costs the city $36 besides the price of 
inspection, which is about as much more. 
The contractor is doubtless satisfied. The 
double shaftis entirely satisf. to the city. 
authorities. It means more employés, more 
incspectors, more official loafers. 

Those fellows want their jobs to continue, 
and they are in no hurry with the work. 
They care nothing about the complaints of 
the tax-eaters. 

The engineer in charge said yesterday: 
The tunnel is now only 6,400 feet from the 
Park row shaft. That means that it is 5,150 
feet from the shore. The rate of progress 
last week with the shaft was fourteen feet 
per day. It does not exceed{100 feet a week.“ 

So then it will take a year to make a mile. 
Two miies and three-quarters are yet to be 
cut. The tunnel at this rate will not be com- 
pleted tili tue spring of 1893. It will not be 

ready for use for the Worid’s Fair. 

But, say the functionaries, we will soon 
have work from three faces. This promise 
has been made once a month for nearly two 


years. It1s not likely to be fulfilled so long 


as it is to the interest of the con rs and 
the official cormorants to prolong work. 
In the meantime the citizens complain 
in vain about the inadequacy of the water 
supply. There will be no relief so long as 
Cregier is Mayor of Chicago.

Hardy to fight any case that may arise.

EHRET TELLS THE STORY, 


United States Express Robber Tells 
the Police All About ft. 

The last of the four men under indictment 
for the theft of 610, O00 from the United States 
Express company was locked up in the jail 
yesterday afternoon when Eddie Hanley was 
brought down fröm the Lake View Police 
Station, where he had been kept since Friday 
night. The police intended to keep him 
there until they had torced a con- 
fession from him, but when Assistant 
Ntate’s-Attorney Neely heard where he 
was he told them that the County 
Jail was the proper place for a prisoner after 
indictment, and a bailiff went out for him at 
once with acapies. Neitner Hanley nor Pat 
Byrnes, who are hardened criminals, bas 
made any statements to the police, and Will 
not unless tney tind it to their interest, but 
the two Ehrets are stupid-looking young fel- 
lows, and their faces do not furnish apy 
reason to doubt the claim of the detectives 
that they have told the whole story of the 
robbery. It is thought that Hanley planned 
the robbery. 

That John Ehret was never built for a suc- 
cessiul crimioal was shown by ne success 
with which ail his movements were followed 
by the police from tne time the case was 

ven to the m. In the latter part of April, his 

ear of detectiop having been duieted, he be- 

tospend money freely and Detectives 
Pecelle and Maloney, who were detailed to 
shadow him, did their werk so shrewaly that 
they kept track of nearly every cent of it, 
and up to July 4it amounted to tue respecta- 
ple sum of nine hundred and some edd dol- 
lars. This was a good deal of money for a $14 
a week clerk to spe and when, to top it 
all, he started on che Fourth for a trip to the 
Hot Springs, Capt. Koch concluded it was 
time to spring the mine and the two officers 
were sent after bim. Bhret liked their so- 
ciety, and when Decelle spoke of going 
bome for lack of funds Ehret said 
to him: “QO, you nee@dn’t do that. 1 
can write to my brother Caarhe and 
get ali the money Iwant.“ Euret was ar- 
rested that night, and at firat denied ail 
knowledge of the robbery, and when asked 
where he got all bis money claimed he had 
borrowed is from several persons whom he 
named. When he was orought back to Cu- 
cago and taken to the State’s-Alterney’s 
oftive these individuals were eummoned and 
denied having lent him any money. With 
this prop knocked from under him Ehret 
weakened and told how the roobery had been 
carried out. He and Hanley had talked it 
over, and the latter was loitering about the 
express office for several days waiting for a 
signal trom Ebret. He got it March 26 
and followed the wagon. Whea Messenger 
Simpson was out of the way in one of the 
banks Ehret handed the package of bills to 
Hanley, who got away with the plunder, and 
next day turned over halfof it to Charles 
Ehret. Some of this half went to Pat Byrnes 
tor safekeeping, and a good deal of it was 
used by Mike Enret to fix up his grocery 
store and replenish s Just now Mike 
Ehret is said to be on a wild goose mission 
to Hot Springs, where he was called by a be- 
lated telegram from John, but the police 
would not be surprised if he failed to return, 
though they claim they would notarrest him 
without more evidence. Of the four prison- 
ers Charlie Ehret is locked up in the bovs’ 
departmeut and the others in the jail proper. 
Hanley was the only one who wo balk 
about the case and be simply denied know- 
ing anything about it. John Ehret’s bail is 
fixed at $15,000 and that of tbe others at $10,- 
ach. Joe Ehret, the only one of the 
brothers who is believed to be entirely inno- 
cent of any connection with the affair, vis- 
ited the prisoners in the afternoon, and 
John’s wife and two children were per- 
mitted to see him. Alonzo Wygant says he 
has little hope of recovering any of the stolen 
money.

Setzore of the Tloga’s Naphtha. 

The 235% barrels of nephtha and sixty-two 
empty barrels taken from the steamer Tioga 
were seized yesterday by Jeremiah J. Crowley. 
Special Agent of the United States Treasury De- 
partment. The proceedings that resulted in the 
seizure were commencedin the Federal Court 
by United States District Attorney Ewing. 

The stuff is not stored in a warehouse. e Dis- 
trict Attorney said the proceedings were taken 
under Secs. 4475 and 4476 of the Revised Statutes 
probibiting the shipment of oils and inflammabie 
stuft unless plainly marked on the packages. He 
said it Was pretty well settled by the coroner's 
inquest that the Genesee Refining company 
shipped the number of barrels numed and prob- 
ably more without plainly designating the char- 
acter of the contents and calling attention to the 
dangerous character of the stuff. 

Vice-President A. H. Brigut of the Genesee 
Oil company, directly after the Tiago explosion, 
admitted that consignments of gasolkne, crude 
oil, or low grade oils were frequently made by 
oil manufacturers under fictitious labels to 
avoid heavy freight charges.

An Usknawa Acsacsin Enters the Cab of an 


Eagine on the Cincinusti, Jackson and 


Mackinaw Road Wear Van Wert, 0. 
Kills the Engineer and Seriously Injures 
the Fireman—The Train Vollides with a 
Freight et Van Wert—Search for the 
Murderer. |

Fort Wayne, Ind., July 19.— Special. 
Express train No. 8 on the Cincinnati, Jack- 


son and Mackinaw road due at Van Wert at 
10 o’clock last night dashed through the towa 


Pittsburg, Chicago 
road, barely escaping striking the East- 
bound limited whien had passed over the 
Mackiuaw road but two minutes before. The 
train kept up the same rapid speed until it 
reached the freight-yards, where it collided 
with a freight engine standing ready to 
leave with atrain as soon as the express 
should have arrived. Both locomotives were 
totally wrecked and the baggage-car and 
three coaches were badly damaged. 

Tne freight crew saved themselves by 
jumping, but Engineer Madison Vandevea- 
der and Fireman Samuel Roothouse were 
found in the wreck of the passenger engine 
unconscious and badly injured. Brakeman 
Philip Redings of the passenger train had 
his right leg badly crusned by being caught 
in the wreck of the coaches. 

It was not learned until this afternoon 
what was the real cause of the un- 
usual rapid movement of the passen- 
ger train past the station over rail- 
way crossings and over the numerous 
yard switches. Engineer Vandevender 
never regained consciousness, but died this. 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. Fireman Roothouse 
came to at 11 o’clock this mort ing, but it was 
rully two hours before he could comprehend 
where be was and what bad happened. The 
whole affair then came to him and he was 
able to give a straight story of what had hap- 
pened. 

Caase of the Accident. 

He says that after leaving Enterprise, the 
last station south of Van Wert, and when 
within four miles of that place, they were 
running at a high rate of speed to make up 
ton minutes of lost ume. A short, heavy-set 
man appeared in the coal pile of the tender 
and came running into the cab, grabbiag up 
the coal pick as he came. With this he 
struck Engineer Vandevender, who was 
looking straight ahead with his eye on the 
rails, a terrific blow in the back of the head, 
the sharp end of the pick — the head 
at the base of the brain. He never knew what 
burt bim and when found his head was hang- 
ing out of the window, in the same position 
as when he was watching the track before 
being struck the fatal blow. 

The moment the fireman saw the act he 
knew he must fight for his life, and he sprang 
from his seat, but be was too late. Ihe 
stranger jumped at him with a monkey- 
wrench and struck him a violent blow over 
the head. That is the last he can remember. 
Aithough the passenger engine was running 
fully thirty miles an hour at the time of the 
collision he never knew of it until told in his 
bed this afternoon. 

Searching for a Traja- Robber. 

Marly this morning several posses of citi- 
zens scoured the country between Van Wert 
and Enterprise under the impression that an 
attempt at train-robbery had been made, as 
that was the first theory advanced. They 
came upon a man sitting by the side of the 
track early this morning three miles south of 
town who could not give any intelligent ac- 
count of himself, © Was covered with coal 
dust and had the appearanceof having stolen 
a ride on cars loaded with al, or perhaps 
on the tender of a locomdtive. He was at 
once brought inte town, where he was recog- 
nized.by Yardmaster Deal, who noticed him 
hanging about the yards late yesterday alter- 
noon as if in search of some one. It 
was at first though he might be Biair Muck 
ot Huntington, Ind., who ou the eve of an 
election some years ago killed the eldest son 
of Vancevender, for which offense Muck 
was sentenced to fifteen years in the North- 
ern Penitentiary, but was receatly pardoned 
af ter serving three years. It is rumored at 
Van Wert that he dad threatened “Old 
Van’s” life in case they should meet, 


Arrested the Wrong Man. 

But late this afternoon the prisoner proved 
that he is a eitizen of Mcnroe „this coun- 
ty, and was at Van Wert yesterday and had 
taken the wrong road to get to Monroeville, 
and was endeavoring to work his way back 
by jumping on freight-trains. He proved an 
alibi by a farmer at whose house he remained 
iast night, so as there was no evidence 
against bim he was released. So tne case is 
as much a mystery as ever. 

Superintendent Backus was interviewed 
this afternoon end he says heis positive 
there was fio ilifeéling between the engi- 
neer and fireman and that the theory of a quar- 
rel and a fight between them is not tenable. 
The fireman denies having any troubie 
with his superior. Conductor Peabody saw 
both men at Celina, the last principal sta- 
tion, and they were both apparently friena- 
ly there. He also saw tnem at Enterprise 
und they were both attending to their duties 
quietly at that time. He remembers that the 
train slowed up about where the suspected 
man was found. the speed being reduced to 
about fifteen miles an hour, then suddenly 
starting out until it reached @ very bigh rate, 
which was kept up over railway crossings 
and over dangerous yard switches until the 
collision occurred. He could not account for 
this, but supposed the engineer had silack- 
ened speed to avoid striking a cow. 


How the Murderer Escaped. 


The theory now is that the murderer be- 
fore leaping from the engine opened the 
throttie as wide as possible in order to get as 
much space between himself and the train 
as possible before the murder was discov- 
ered. There is now no trace of the assassin, 
although several different posses have 
searching the woods in the vicinity all day 
and returned this evening without success. 
The fireman tonight is very weak but will 
recover. The dead engineer leaves a wife 
and three children in destitate circumstances, 
and if the murderer is caught and brought 
here he will bein great danger of lynching 
by the railroad men.

The most successful meeting ever held by the 
Washington Park club terminated yesterday 
utter four weeks of the best racing seen in the 
West for a long imme.

It will de said, asin 
hundreds of cases before, that horse owners 
are not in the business for the 
benefit of the public, but it is @isotrae that 
where the privilege of gambling on the chances 
of horses in a race is sold for @ stated price 
the public are entitied to at least know whether 
a horse is * out for the money or not. Certain- 
ly Teuton, on his performance yesterday, was 
not out in his two previous starts, end so 
the public were beaten and the bookmakers 
were made ha , , 

The ringipal event was the Wheeler Handi- 
cap, e third race of the day. Rleven horses 
went to che post, and Hypocrite was made favor- 
ite on account of her consistent performances 
throughout the meeting, “Lucky” Balawin’'s 
mare Los Angeles was a strong second choice. 
There was also strong backing given to Heron, 
Almont, Del Mar, and to Prince Fonso.

When the flag fell to a good start Nevada led, 
Teuton second, and Del Mar third.

The latter led into the strétch, with Anarchist 
second, and in the race to the wire the latter bad 
the speed of the party and won by two lengths 
from Maj.

The second ruce resulted in one of the most 
exciting finishes of the meeting. There were six 
fair performers in the event, of which Chapman 
was picked out as the best and made favorite, 
with Jed second choice. There was a strong tip 
on Cameo, and a lot of money went 
mn on her. At the start Lady Blackburn 
went out to set the pace, and with 
Cameo close up undertook to make a 
runaway race of it. After going a half mile Lady 
Blackburn had sufficient of it, and gave way to 
Cameo, who made the running for a short dis- 
tance and quitin the stretch, where Chapman 
came up and won by a nose from Twilight, who 
had made a rush on the outside and was not no- 
ticed till almost at ne wire.

For the fourth race a rather common lot went 
to the post to try conclusions ata mile and a 
furlong. Longlight was favorite, with Arundel 
second choice. At the start oid Arundel set out 
to beat the party, and he led by a length most 
of the way, but had not figured on any- 
thing being able to cutch him. It so 
happened that Rimini had on a lightweight and 
was out for the stuff,“ as the sports have it, 
and in the stretch these two had a race which re- 
suited in a dead heat.

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Wii the population of the United States 
has increased one-third in the last ten years, 
the cereal production has augmented a trifle 
less than a quarter. The gainin cotton pro- 
duction is about 24 per cent, and that in milch 
cows barely equal to the human increase, 
though the number of cattle is perhaps 70 per 
cent and of hogs 50 per cent greater than in 
1880. The meat supply as a whole is greater 
per capita than at the end of the last decade, 
but in the cereals, dairy products, cotton, and 
wool there is a decided falling off. Hence 
agriculture has not kept pace with popula- 
won, though there has not only been an ex- 
tensive occupancy of previousiy wild ianas 
but a cheapening of the cost of producuon 
due to the use of machinery. In the case of 
wheat, which is much the most important of 
the cereals as un article of human food, the 


comparison is sufficiently unfavorable to be 


almost sensational. The crop of last year 
was barely 10 per cent greater than ‘that of 
1879, and it is not yet certain that the crop 
now being barvested will be equal to the one 
of 1880. 


A WasnincrTon dispatch says that enough 
is known of the census returns to justify the 
statement that Illinois will be the third State 
in population, being surpassed by New York 
end Pennsylvania, but leading Ohio, which 
was 120,000.ahead ten years ago. If so, all 
te better. But it would be more satisfac- 
tory if n were known whether the returns 
received from Ohio cover many of those lit- 
tle cities which have increased so wonderfully 
since the utilization of natural gas for manu- 
facturing purposes began. Outside of Chi- 
cago, Lilinois has but forty-odd places which 
may be called cities, and not ail of these 
manutacturing towns, while Ohio has scores, 
some of them not in existence ten years ago. 
J may be that the increased population of 
- these places has been gained at the expense 
of the rest of the State, and not of more 
Eastern States or of foreign countries. Of- 
ficial figures will be had soon, however, and 
till then it is safer to suspend judgment and 
not give way to unseemly exultation. IIli- 
mois has ranked fourth since 1860, and it is 
certainly time for it to be promoted; but Tug 
TRIBUNE is im a good deal of doubt about the 
result of the contest between Ohio and IIli- 
Rois. 


THERE is much justice in the complaints of 
the Aldermen concerning the methods of the 
„ Worid’s Fair Directors in relation to the 
Lake-Front ordinance. When that instru- 
ment was submitted first to the Council it 
cane through te nands of Mayor Cregier. 

The Aldermen are jealous of their preroga- 
tives. They do not wish their legislative 
' functions to be usurped by the City Execu- 
tive. They resented the course of the di- 
rectorate in not conferring with them by 
postpoumg action and referring to a com- 
mittee. Then when the directors appeared 
before the committee to discuss the ordi- 
“mance vhey were neither suggestive nor 
‘candid. The Aluermen could not get deti- 
~ mite answers from the directors m reply to 
verb nent questions, nor was there a sugges- 
te — made as to appropriate amendments. 
The Aldermen, mes to their Own resources, 


shes for toa World's 
Fair Directors to adopt a more prudent policy. 
Why not call au informal committee of the 
Aldermen consisting of the authors of the 
amendments, like Madden, Kent, and Gahan, 
and the recognized leaders of the Council 
like Arthur Dixon, Cullerton, and McGillen! 
In that way a proper understanding can be 
arrived at and an acceptable ordinance may 
be passed. Thr directors should remember 
that Mayor Cregier is not the Council. It 
has been demonstrated that he has littie in- 
fluence with that body, ana that he is biua- 
dering, weak, and ineffective. A radical 
change of policy is needed in this direction.

Tun Chicago stock market was absolutely 
lifeiess Saturday, and the New York mar- 
ket was little better. Prices were steady in 
both exchanges. New York exchange was 
40 to 50 cents discount. Sterling was M cent 
higher. The local money situation is still 
uncomfortably close.—The Chicago produce 
markets were rather more active, and grain 
averaged stronger, while provisions were 
again weak. Wheat was stimulated by re- 
ports of higher prices in Europe. As com- 
pared with Friday pork and ribs closed fully 
5 cents lower, lard 24¢ cents lower, wheat 1 
cent higher, corn easy, oats about }¢ cent 
higher, rye firmer, barley steady, and flax- 
seeds unchanged. The receipts in this city 
last week exceeded the shipments by 105,000 
busbels in wheat, and were less by 108,000 
bushels jn corn and 83,000 bushels in oats. 
The packing of Chicago since the close of 
February includes 1,746,000 hogs, against 
1,376,000 for the same time last year and 
1,165,000 for do in 1888. 


Tur report of the Superintendent of Rall- 
way Mail Service for the Sixth Division, cov- 
ering the year which expired June 30, 1890, 
the substance of which is printed elsewhere, 
shows remarkable progress in this important 
branch ot the postal department. During 
this period the fast mail service has been ex- 
tended over 1,871 miles of the Union and 
Central Pacific roads; 977 miles, from Green 
River, Wyo., to Portland, Ore.; 915 miles, 
from Chicago to New Orleans; and 481 miles, 
from Chicago to Kansas City, a degree of 
activity which has not been equaled in any 
previous corresponding period. By these ex- 
tentions the time from San Francisco to Chi- 
cago has been reduced 29 hours ana from 
Portland to Chi¢ago 3344 hours. The aggre- 
gate reductions of time from New York and 
Boston to San Francisco and Portland, it is 
estimated by the Superintendent, save for 
the public in the item of interest on money in 
transit more than the whole department costs 
the Government. During the year 1.082, 880, 
488 separate pieces were handied in the rail- 
way post-office, an increase of 124,535,307 over 
the last fiscal year. This of itself is a strik- 
ing indicauon of the rapid growth of busi- 
ness in tne West. The figures of the report, 
indeed, while they tell the story of the great 
benefit of the service, both in dispatch and 
economy, to the exchanges between the trade 
and finance centers of the country, are no 
less a suggestive demonstration of the 
energy, skill, and activity with which the 
service is managed.

THE COUNCIL WANTS TO BOSS THE FAIR. 
When the directors of the World’s Fair 
allowed the camel, in the guise of the Coun- 
cil, to shové its head in at the tent door they 
ought ta have known that the rest of the 
body would follow quickly, and ‘they be 
crowded out of theirown show. They made 
a mistake when, yielding to the wishes ofa 
few, they began dickering with the Alder- 
men about the Lake-Front. They showed 
their utter jgnorance of the methods and 
policies. of those individuals. They would 
play with fire, and they nave been burnt. 

The Aldermen showed their hand at an 
early day, when the suggestion was made 
that the constitutional amendment allowing 
the city to give $5,000,000 to the Fair be wid- 
ened so as to permit of the issue of several 
additional millions of bonds, the proceeds of 
which were to be used for “ municipal pur- 
poses’’—i. e., wasted in salaries, squandered 
on contractors, stolen by Aldermen. It was 
the design of the Council at that time to use 
the Fair asa stalking-horse, but not to meddle 
with it. Defeated in this scheme by the 
conyiction that the Legislature would not 
adopt such an amendment, the Council has 
now fallen back on the Fair and proposes to 
run that for all there is init.” A gang of 
land pirates and sandbaggers propose to 
manage an International World’s Exposition 
and shoulder ths Directors, the National 
Commission, and the United States Govern- 
ment, if necessary, to one side. 

The ordinance adopted Wednesday by the 
Council has an arrogant and impudent pro- 
viso, that no bill to carry out the legislation 
contemplated by the Governor in nis call 
shall be submitted to the General Assembly 
until it has met with the approval of the Chi- 
cago Council. A body which owes its exist- 
ence to alawof the General Assembly as- 
sumes to dictate to its creator what it shall 
do! A question cannot be submitted to the 
people of the State of Illinois unless the way 
in which it is worded suits a handful of Chi- 
cago groggerykeepers! Itis to be hoped that 
the country members will not be so incensed 
by this insolent assumption of authority as 
to refuse to do anything for a city whose 
governing board so far forgets itself. 

The constitutional amendment as drafted 
by the directors does not suit the Aldermen, 
because it leaves them out of the play. It 
was worded so as to protect all the rights of 
the city and at the same time prevent all 
Aldermanic boodle schemes. If it were pro- 
vided that the city’s gift of five millions 
shouid take the form of a stock subscription, 
then the city—meaning the Aldermen— 
would be entitled to a representation on the 
Board of Directors. If the capital stock 
were ten millions the city’s stock would 
elect half the directors; if fifteen millions, a 
third. , 

There are reasons why Aldermanic direc- 
tors would not be desirable. They would be 
hardly up to the present. standard. Mr. Ap- 
pleton might be ene of them and Mike Mo- 
Donald another. The Aldermen might even 
make some of their own number directors 
The Council appointees would act and vote 
as a unit and generally against the best in- 
terests of the Fair. They would try to run 
things on gang principles for the good of 
the “gang.” The directors may have tne 
sale ot valuable privileges, and if a gang 
bidder has friends on the directory it wil! be 
a good thing for both parties. 

It was deemed best, theréfore, that the 
city should sot be a stockholaer, but that it 
should get back out of the assets of the Fair 
just as large a share of its gift as any stock- 
holder got of his subscription. Every tax- 
payer is satisfied with that. The city incurs 
no liabilty, but fares as well as tne stock- 
bolders, who are liable in case of losses. Of 
course this does not suit tne Aldermen, for it 
bars them out, and hence their demand that 
they who were elected—theoretically—to 
look after street-cleaning, sewers, engine- 
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none of these 3 They have made a 
living by the sale of liquor and franchises, 


| while the men they are trying to oust from 


the contro! of the Fair have built up an um- 
perial city. 

Therefore the directors should cut loose 
altogether from the Aldermen and have no 
more dealings with them. Blessed is the 
man that walketh not in the counsel of the un- 
godly.“ Let the directars pay no more atten- 
tion to them. They should let the Lake- 
Front slide if need be, rather than be caught 
as flies in the web of the spider. Let them 
go to the Legisiature freed from ali entan- 
gling alliances with the Council. Let them 
go there as the sole representatives of the 
people of Chicago, and the solid backing of 
all decent citizens will sustain the assertion, 
and the General Assembiy will give every- 
thing it is asked to. But if they go to Spring- 
field as the “side-partner” of the Council or 
its stool-pigeon the Legislature will give 


nothing. . 


STANLEY'S SOLUTION. OF THE RACE PROB- 
LEM. 


A short time ago Stanley wrote a letter 


earnestly advocating the colonization of 
American negroes in the Upper Congo for- 
est country. He says that in one section of 
the Upper Congo there is space enough twice 
over to locate all the biacks of the United 
States and give each one a quarter square 
mile ot land. Five acres planted with 
bananas and plantains would furnish food 
for a family and the remainder could be de- 
voted to the production of timber, rubber, 
gums, dye stuffs, and other articles for sale. 
Ultimately sugar cane and cotton could be 
produced. The climate Stanley describes as 
healthful and equable. The scope of country 


alluded to is larger than the German Empire, 


and Stanley says that “to those negroes 
in the South accustomed to Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi, and Louisianait would bea reminder 
of their own plantations without the swamps 
and depressing influence of cypress forests.“ 
Stanley contends that if the attractions of 
the Congo country were presented properly 


to tus negroes of the Southern States and 


rich men would make proper contributions 
to a fund for that purpose a great historic 
movement of population could be started to 
the relief of the United States and the 
spread of civilization in the Upper Congo 
country. 

To transfer a third or even a fourth of the 
black population of the United States to 
Africa would be an undertaking so great in 
point of difficulty and expense that it would 
astonish those who talk about itif they would 
look at it iu a practical light. Let them con- 
sider where they could find vessels to carry 
even 2,500,000 people to Africa and how many 
decades it would take to complete the job. 
Capitalists and philanthropists hardly would 
be willing to undertake sucha task even if 
the census should confirm the predictions of 
certain alarmists and show the colored popu- 
lation to be increasing at such a rate that in 
time they will overrun the entire country 
and overwhelm the whites by force of num- 
bers. Future generations must settle any 
dangers of that kind. If the Congo country 
has the attractions and advantages set forth 
by Stanley itis certain that white men will 
push their way there and take possession be- 
fore the colonization of the blacks could be 
accomplished. 

It is not unlikely that the Government may 
undertake to relieve the pressure of surplus 
black population in the Southern States in an 
easier and better way than by sending the 
hegroes to the Upper. Congo, Cuba and 
Hayti are within easy reach of the United 
States, and the acquisition of one or both of 
these islands would be a great advantage to 
this country in many ways. A new and rich 
field would be opened for American capital 
and labor, and the dissatisfied blacks in the 
Southern States could find new homes with- 
ineasy reach and be sure of employment 
from the start. With the pressure of col- 
ored population relieved in this way the 
negroes who would remainin the Southern 
States would find their labor in greater de- 
mand and be sure of better treatment. Vo 
untary and aided migration, may ease the 
overstocked labor markets of the Southern 
States, but there is little probability that the 
colored race will disappear from the United 
States where ithas foundahome so lorg. 
In the last quarter of a century the negroes 
have made marvelous progress, and even in 
the South they are becoming owners as well 
as producers of wealth. In Georgia negroes 
pay taxes on $11,000,000 worth of property 
and in Louisiana on $25,000,000, and in other 
Southern States the proportion is about the 
same to the total wealth and population. With 
the advance the negroes have made in thrift, 
industry, and intelligence as an index to 
their future their deportation or general 
voluntary migration from this country is not 
in the least likely. They are wanted as 
wealth producers and they inevitably must as 
the chief factors in the industrial develop- 
ment of the South gain in thrift, well being, 
and influence until “merged into a compos- 
ite American nationality.”’ 


THE DISGRACE OF THE SYKES CASE. 

Some years ago James W. Sykes, seeds- 
man, borrowed some money from. the Mer- 
chants’ Savings, Loan and Trust company, 
giving as security some warehouse receipts 
which the offer who loaned the money say 
they were told by the borrower represented 
seed then in his'warehouse. He failed, and 
when the bank went to look for its seed it 
was not there—had not been there. Beliey- 
ing this to bea case of obtaining money on 
fictitious warehouse receipts, and wishing to 
discourage a practice so dangerous to every 
money-lending concern, the bank began a 
vigorous prosecution of Mr. Sykes. 

He was inaicted and after one mistrial 
was convicted. The case went to the Su- 
preme Court on two points—one that the re- 
ceipis given were not warehouse receipts 
within the law; the other that testimony 
which might have induced the jury to deal 
more leniently with him was ruled out. The 
first point was overruled by the court; the 
second was sustained. So he got a new trial. 
That resulted in his conviction, but he was 
given only two years instead of three. 

Sykes appealed to the Supreme Court 
again, this time on the ground that the in- 
dictment charged him with getting money 
wrongfully fromthe Merchants’ Loan ana 
Trust company, whereas there was no such 
corporation, the one with which he had had 
dealings being the Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan and Trust company. This longer title 
was the one originally borne by the corpora- 
tion, but as it did not do a éavings business 
itavailed itself of a law passed eighteen 
years ago and dropped the word Savings 
out of its name. Subsequently the law under 
which the change was made was declared to 
be unconstitational. Therefore there was, 
strictly speaking, no such concern as the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company in ex- 
istence at the time of the dealings with 
Sykes. 

When this point Was submitted to the 
Supreme Court it happened to be ia that 
technical frame of mind which was its nor- 
mal condi uon once, but which it has not auf- 
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would have been confronted by the same 
witnesses; would have been accused of get- 


ting the same sum, from the same bank of- 


ficers, on the same receipts, calling for tne 
same imaginary seed. 

Yet the hair-splitting Supreme Court held 
that there was a fatal defect in the indict 
mént, and reversed and remanded the case, 
Judge Magruder dissenting. Every layman 
can see the absurdity of this. Every person 
acquaintea with the history and science of 
law knows that such technicalities should not 
be permitted now, though they had their uses 
once. They are outworn reminiscences of a 
time when éverv expedient was resorted. to 
to protect the weak from the oppressor, ana 
also of a time when men were the supersti- 
tious slaves of form and custom, and felt it 
necessary to do with servile fidelity just as 
their predecessors had done. General util- 
ity, not remote antiquity, is the test by which 
legai rules should be tried, and the decision 
of the Supreme Court is faulty, for, while of 
much utility to Sykes, it is of great damage 
to the rest of the community. 

The case having thus been remanded a 
fresh indictment was returned and another 
trial begun. Then the prisoner raised the 
point that the statute of limitations had run, 
and he could not be indicted for we offense 
committed against the Merchants’ Savings, 
Loan and Trust company. an offense 
against it was different radically from one 
against that imaginary concern called the 
Mercha nts’ Loan and Trust company. The 
Judge of the trial court was compelled to ad- 
mit the soundness of this argument and di- 
rected the jury to return a verdict or not 
guilty. He expressed natural surprise, how- 
ever, that the Supreme Court had remanded 
the case, when a strict observance of its 
opinion left nothing to remand, for it gave 
the prisoner his freedom. It is probable that 
the Judges hai no idea of the effect of what 
they were doing. They were so in love with 
their technicality that they did not look 
ahead to the mevitable reductio ad absurdum. 

This decision is a bad one because it shakes 
the faith of the people in the even and im- 
partial administration of the law. It tends 
to confirm their belief that a man with money 
and a lawyer can “throttle the law,“ while a 
poor man must go to the penitentiary or the 
gallows. It impresses them with the idea 
that to pick a pocket may be asin, but that 
to take a lot of money is to do something the 
law will not punish. It is known that Sykes 
got the money and the bank did not 
get the seed, and the public, unable to 
give to technicalities the weight Judges do, 
believes that Sykes got off only because he 
had a pile of money. One law for the poor 
man and another for the rich man is the 
cry of modern discontent, and it is a pity 
that Judges should do anything which may 
seem to tend to encourage it. 

Sykes will be tried on other charges and 
may be convicted, but the mischief is done. 
The people have seen a man, found guilty by 
two juries, go free because the word Sav- 
ings ’’ was left out of an indictment, and by 
such things as this will they judge of the 
law. 


AN ORGAN ON THE CREGIER ADMINIS- 
TRATION, 

From time to time Tun Trisune has called 
attention to the inefficiency of the City Ad- 
ministration, to its do-nothing policy, the 
loose methods which prevail in the various 
departments of the Municipal Government, 
and the demoralization of the public em- 
ployés, their iness, listlessness, want of 
capacity, lack ofenergy, and general worth- 
lessness. The organs of the Administration 
have met the charges of Tus Trisune with 
denials, and their only defense is to attribute 
whatever was said in these columns for the 
public good to partisan motives. There was 
no attempt to meet the facts. These could 
not be refuted nor given any construction 
that did not reflect on the Cregier Adminis- 
tration. And now that the Administranon is 
drawing towards a close one of the organs is 
candid enough to admit in effect the truth of 
THe TRIBUNE’s general charges of inefficiency 
and demoralization, the only extenuating 
plea being that they date back to some for- 
mer Administration. But what of that! 

Thus we find this organ asserting in flam- 
ing headlines that City-Hall employés “shirk 
their work“ and are rarely at their posts 
of duty,” and through “ politics and sloth- 
fulness” they “leave their offices deserted 
and citizens cannot get their business attend- 
ed to.“ The general statements of the Demo- 
cratic organ substantiate everything that 
has been asserted in Tus TRIBUNE against 
Cregierism. 

Coming from the wenevél to the particular, 
the charges are further still sustained. 
Some months ago attention was cailed in 
these columns to the laziness of Attorney 
Sugg and his assistants and the matter was 
made the subject of Council discussion, the 
Democratic Aldermen going to the defense 
of their political associate. Now the Demo- 
cratic organ says: | 


City Attorney Sugg is the hardest man in the 
[City-Hall] building to be found daring business 
hours. His office is not open on an average of 
three hours per day, and where or bow his time 
is consumed is a mystery to most 
and Mr. Cameron ({Suge's — o like Mr. 
Sugg. is announced frequently to callers as hav- 
ing just stepped out.“ 


Nor is the complaint confined tothe City 
Attorney’s division of the law department. 
The organ declares that one may go into 
the Law Departmenta dozen times a day and 
never und any one except a crowd of clerks, 
who spend their time—heaven knows how.”

The door of the Corporation Qpunsel’s office is 
closed and locked most of the day, every day in 
the week. Mr. Hutchinson recéntly spent four 
or five months down South, during which time 
the business of his office feil sadly in arrears, 
notwithstanding the efforts of his chief assistant, 
Mr. Darrow, to keep abreast of the times. 


There is more to he same general effect. 

One can understand easily from what is 
said of this department why the viaduct 
cases still hang fire and why damages are 
being piled up against the city by the ten 
thousand dollars each week, while no prog- 
ress has been made with the suits to 
make the railroad companies pay those 
damages. Aldermen who ask for ordi- 
nances from the department also can un- 
derstand why their proper requests are re- 
fused. And the Gas Trust can proceed with- 
out fear that its charters will be forfeitea— 
notwithstanding threats to that effect. The 
present Law Department never will summon 
up enough energy to proceed against that 
monopoly. 

Nor is the Law Department exceptional, 
Commissioner Purdy’s ee’ we are told

of time, rattles on with poetry, philosophy, 
humor and sentiment differing only from the 
effusions of the Autocrat by a certain matu- 
rity which the advancing years have given to 
the products of his geniai pen. 

In one of these the good doctor sounds the 
praises of pie in nouncertain manner. Since 
the death of Emerson, the most eminent 
American representative of pie, that most 
varied and extraordinary product of the New 
England housewives bas fallen into deca- 
dence. Mr. Emerson was always of opinion 
that pie is a kindly creature, and never failed 
to have it on the breakfast tabie as the basis 
of the morning meal.

“ure. Pie when I can get it that is of the 
„% genuine sort. There is a very odd preju- 
“dice against pie as an article of diet. It is 
“common to hear every form of bodily de- 
„ generacy and infirmity attributed to this 
particular favorite food. I see no reason 
„or sense in it.” Such is the doctor’s in- 
dorsement, and it should go far towards the 
general renaissance of pie—pie in ail its 
forms, not alone in its generic sense, but 
in tarts, dumplings, cobblers, and great 
pasties which are kin to the familiar humble 
servitor, and only differ from it as a culti- 
vated flower differs from the natural. It will 
be observed, however, that the doctor qual- 
ifies his statement. “WhenIcangetit that 
is of the genuine sort.” There are pies and 
pies. There are pies that are asdisastrous to 
the gastric functions as tenpenny nails. 
There are pies of the railway station that 
have blighted many a life. There are pies of 
the restaurant that invite bodily degeneracy 
and physical decay. These, however, are not 
the pies upon which the Autocrat has fea, 
for he has rounded the eighty corner and 
still is eating pie, hale, hearty, genial, and 
young in spirit as ever. It behooves him, 
therefore, to g vo to the world the process of 
making the genuine pie, and this is ail the 
more imperative, since his indorsement may 
lead toa boom in this desirable food.

This is a conclusion reached after a talk 
with Dr. George S. Isham, surgeon, who 
gave a comprehensive ccmparison between 


ancient and modern surgery—and by ancient 


method is meant practicaily that which was 
used during our Civit War. Since that time 
such marvelous discoveries have been made, 
‘such scientific apphances invented, that 
where, in certain cases, the patient recovered 
it was an accident at which the surgeons 


tdemselves wondered; now if the patient 


does not recover the surgeon is a Dungler. 
In war times this is the way an arm would 


be taken off:

A man would be taken into an improvised 
hospital—that’s allright if there be plenty 
He would get a clean shirt if 
one was to be had. Perhaps he had been on 
the march and hadn’t bathed for a week and 


nad lain on the battlefield for several hours 


before the ambulance got around. He would 
be placed on a cot or a blanket and the sur- 
geon would call fora basin of water. The 
basin might have been used for a dozen pur- 
poses before and simply washed for this 
operation. The water woula come from a 
creek or cistern full of wiggle-tails or well 
impregnated with minerals, 

A nurse would come from dressing a gan- 
grened would, probabiy without doing any 
more than wash ber hands with soap and 
water. The surgeon’s instruments would be 
taken ovt of an ordinary case, put on a dusty 
table or on the army blanket which covered 
the patient. Sometimes they would fall on 
the floor. Sponzes would be dipped into the 
same water again and again. 

After getting the arm off the blood vessels 
would be tied up with silk thread having 
long ends, and the flaps would be zewed to- 
gether. The nurse or assistant would thread 
the needics wetting the thread ends with 
the lips. Some grease would be spread on a 
rag and tied on, ana then “surgical fever” 
would be the next thing on the program. 

Once in about 10,000 cases surgical fever 
would not appear. Tnen it would be thought 
there was something abnormal about the pa- 
tient or something supernatural about the 
surgeon. 

In abouta week the doctor would begin 
pulling the silk ligatures to see if they had 
rotted. Then suppuration, a gan- 
grene, hemorrhage, and everything else 
would set in, to be followed by death, 

The New Way. 

Within twenty-five years ignorance has be- 
come a crime. This is how the work is done 

today: 

If possible the patient is removed to the 
country, or, at least, to where a plentiful 
supply of pure air may be assured. A large, 
airy room is chosen, with bare hardwood 
floors, painted. wails, and no uphoistery to 
hoid dust. The bed is preferabiy of brass or 
iron, with clean, disinfected bedding. 

The day before the operation the surface 
to be operated upon will be scrubbed with a 
naii brush and the tiny hairs that cover the 
skin shaved off. Just before the work begins 
the flesh will be bathed with ether and after- 
wards’ with an antiseptic solution of bichlo- 
ride of mercury and then covered with the 
folds of cheese-cloth that has been disin- 
fected. 

In the meantime the surgeon has had a 
Turkish or shampoo bath. is head is cov- 
ered with an oil silk cap to prevent the fail- 
ing of a hair or spec of dandruff. His hands 
are scrubbed with soap, especial attention 
being paid to the nails, then washed 
with pure alcohol, and afterwards 
with a solution of carbolic acid 
or corrosive sublimate. His ordin gar- 
ments are put aside and he is ciothed in the 
purity of white linen that has been antisep- 
tically treated either by being boiled or 
wrung from medicated water. A supply of 
toweis similarly prepared are spread over 
the patient and the bed, leaving the wound 
exposed. The surgical instruments lie in 
trays filled with asolution of carbolic acid; 
sponges are kept in a carbolic solution, The 
nurse or assistant is arrayed like the sur- 


geon. 

W hat is all this for? 

To prevent biood-poisoning. It has been 
discovered, after centuries of groping in 
the dark, that the danger of surgical 
operations consists not in the separa- 
tion of tissues but in the _  intro- 
duction into the wounds of germs 
of disease. Poison germs under the old 
system entered the wound from the atmos- 
phere itself, from tne clothing, from the 
bands of the surgeon, or from the instru- 
ments. The method of surgery practised 
during the Rebellion has come to be known 
as the septic (poisonous) method. The anti- 
septic simply excludes puisons. It is the ounce 
of prevention. 

Beginning the Operation. 

The patient is put under the influence of 
an anzwsthetic and the operation begins. 

If during the work, the hands of one of the 
operators come, in contact with an object 
that has not been disinfectea they must be 
washed again in a germicide. lustruments 
are replaced in the solution of carbolic 
acid. Sponges that are infected are de- 
stroyed. The ligatures of silk or cat-gut are 
treated antisepticaily, and, being of an 
animal nature, are cut short and 
left to de absorbed instead of 
being pulled out and thus inducing secondary 
hemorrhage, as formerly. Rubber tubes 
with holes on the sides are placed on the 
surface of the wound for carrving off the 
fluids that may be discharged. The flaps are 
joined and sewed and the stump is covered 
with fold on fold of soft, dry, cheese-cloth 
that has been in a solution of bichioride of 
mercury, and is fastened with a bandage. 

It generally takes at least a day for the 


patient to recover from the effects of the 
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ether and the loss of blood, but if the tem- 
perature rises even a degree above the nor- 
mal the surgeon blames himself. 

The patient simply has to lie still in pure 
air, have his beddipg and clothing changed 
frequentiy, eat and sleep naturally, de 
amused but not excited, and in ten days the 
wound should be nearly healed. 

With tne formation of pus, blood poisoning 
may oe suspected, and if fever follows the 
case begins to look serious. Then the treat- 
ment must be to kill bacteria with antiseptic 
solutions. 

The most difficult of all operations have 
been those on the head and in the abdominal 
cavity. During the war, if the abdominal 
wall had been penetrated the sufferer was 
told to give the names and address of tne 
loved ones at home and the religious denom- 
ination he preferred. Then they gave him 
opium so that he might die easily.

The money situation is certainiy in better 
shape than it was ten days ago, Dut it is still far 
from easy. The demand for funds continues 
large, although the demand from the brokers has 
about ceased. There have been a good many 
tigures printed lately of the growth of business 
in the last ten years and the inference drawn 
that banking capital and facilities have been far 
from keeping up with the iocreuse in the com- 
mercial and flaaneial importance of the city. 
A comparison of the ‘statistics of the 
clearing-nouse banks now with those 
of ten years ago shows that our 
banking facilities have by no means been stand- 
ing sti, The capital of the seventeen clearing- 
house banks in 1880 was 67,875,000, The capital of

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were moderately 
active, with a little more business on orders 
from outside, and the cereala were stronger, 
while provisions were awkwardly easier within a 
narrow range. The weather here was delight 
fully cool, and in the West was favorable to the 
crops, but a great deal of past-done damage 
seems to be beyond repair. 

Wheat in this market is We higher than a 
year ago, but the export movement is more 
active. The exports of wheat and flour from 
both coasts last week were 1,996,600 bu, against 
1,788,302 bu for the week previous g and 1,460,202 
bu for the corresponding time last year. The 
shipments from the three weeks since the begin- 
ning of the current crop year foot up 4,940,390 bu, 
against 4,321,967 bu for the same time twelve 
months previously. 

Wheat cables were conflicting. Some ot the 
early ones noted better weather on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and ap reflected the views 
of the senders, as there is not much trading in 
the Liverpool grain market the last day of the 
week. Later advices quoted that market id per 
cental higher, and London was said to be 6d 
per quarter higher. The cables brought buying 
orders, both for immediate shipment and to buy 
for future delivery, though about all of those 
heard from in this city were limited a trifle be- 
low-the market. But several foreign orders to 
buy wheat for September were fisied in New 
York. London reported an active French de 
mand for wheat cargoes. 

The news from our o Northwest was equally 
conflicting. Most of it noted a better crop pros- 

ect, and some hinted at the probability of the 

iggest yield ever experienced in that section. 
Baidwin, Irwin-Green, Gifford, and Linn- 
Dwight, all had news in that direction. But Lo-

| was reported to state thatthe pereentage of

Driver bet Rus- 
sell $100 to $50 that the wheat crop of Minnesota 
and the two Dakotas will not aggregate 95,000,000 
bu for this year. 

It is thought 8 the statement of Mon- 
day will show the visible supply of wheat to have 
decreased about 400,000 bu during lust week. 

The clearings of the week from the four prin- 
cipal ports on our Atlantic .seaboard inciude 
169,000 pkgs flour, 578,000 bu wheat, 1,172,000 bu 
corn, 251,000 bu oats, and 18,000 burye. The 
total of wheat and flour is 84,000 bu less than for 
the week last preceding. 

English country markets show an average ad- 
vance of 8a per quarter or 2c per bu in the price 
of home-grown wheat for the week. 

Kansas City men are reported to be unusually 
active as guyers of corn in the country behind 
them. 

A telegram from Cass County, Iowa, says that 
the corn crop in the western part of that State 
will not be much more than half the yield of last 
year. But Nebraska had rains Friday nigut and 
these may bave extended into Iowa: On the 
other hand, Kansas seems to have been again 
avoided by the rain-bearing belt of the clouds. 

Irwin-Green received the first car-load of new 
bariey for the season, and it is unusually early. 
It comes from Northern Iowa and is a superb 
quality of No. 2, 

New York reports 88,000 bu wheat and 68,000 bu 
corn taken for export, and 240,000 bu wheat was 
said to have been taken in Baltimore for export. 

Somebody started the rumor that Hutchinson 
has got control of the wheat market for Septem- 
ber and intends to manipulate it as he did two 
years ayo. It is not likely, though possible. 

The shipments of provisions from this city last 
week included 22,250 tes lard, 361,000 pcs hams, 
153,000 pcs shoulders, and 139,000 pcs middlings, 
There has been a fair export inquiry for Decem- 
ber and January, but no sales are reported yet,

Olid Errors Corrected and New Truths 
Stated. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., July 2.—[Eaitor of The 
Tribune.}—Will you kindly inform me if 
Lord Byron married his first love? Was she 
his cousin? Did. she leave him or did he 
leave her? The Life of Byron“ in the vol- 
ume of poems I have is not plain on the ques- 
nons I ask. CLASS 00. 

[There has been a great deal of speculation 
about Lord Byron’s love affairs. Even Tom 
Moore, who wrote several volumes about the 
poet, has been found, after some years, to 
have been incorrect in many of his state- 
ments. It is a little singular that tue re 
should be so many contradicuons about a 
man who filled the world as Byron did. His 
personal appearance was incorrectly stated 
when de was a boy and it followed bim 
through his life. Tney said he was effem- 
inate, whereas he was actually a fat doy at 
Harrow. They said he had black hair, 
whereas it was auburn until be reached the 
“sere and yellow’’—which came to him at 
an early age. They said his eyes were black 
whereas they were a gtay-blue. They said 
he had a cilubd-foo whereas his lame- 
ness was caused by a contraction of 
the tendon Achilles of each foot, which pre- 
vented him from putting his heels to the 
ground. The right foot had an operaton of 
injudiciwus surgery, and the result was that 
the poet went through life—not exactly on a 
broken wing, as one of Mr. Tennyson's hero- 
ines did—but on a limp. | 

From the most trustworthy data this much 
may be stated. His first sweetheart was 
Mary Duff. This “affecuon”’ showed itself 
when the poet, at tne age of 9 years, was at 
Aberdeen, and was not unlike the passion of 
the average schoolboy. His second sweet- 
heart was Margaret Parker, his cousin. His 
penchant for her was something stronger 
than the usual boy love. And she is said to 
have returned it with much warmth and de- 
vouon. She died two years after they had 
met. Oneof Byron’s biographers has written 
thas had gt ont Parker lived * the world 
would never have heard mucb of the podet’s 
other cousin, Mary Cbaworth, or been m- 
invited tositin judgment on the domestic 
triaisof the lady who, to every one’s mis- 
fortune, became the poet's wife.“ 

In his 16th year d Byron became des- 

rately infatuated with another cousin, 

ary Anne Chaworth. This passion, doubt- 
less, made a deeper impression on his mind 
than any before or after. She was reserved 
and respectiul and had no affection to be- 
stow on tlie young man, which, to one of his 


spirit, was a most trying experience, and. 


her face followed him through life. For a 
confirmation of this, those interested in 
Lord Byron’s affairs neea only read his 
poem, “that work of incomparable art,“ 
The Dream.“ 

In 1814 he married Miss Milbanks. Biog- 
rapbers and friends of both families differ 
about this match. Some say it was a genuine 
love affair at the beginning; others that it 
was revenge on his part—that fatal mistake! 

The separation followed a few years later. 
There are still conflicting stories about the 
cause. One is incompatibility. Another is 
that the poet upbraided his wife because her 
first and only chilid—Ada Augusta—was a 
girl. Another is that the poet was a sufferer 
from an tocurabie malady. After the separa- 
tuon, she leaving him, there were times wnen 
ane depounce’ bim, and again she talked of 
him tenderly and pitifully and forgivingly. 

Avother biographer refers to Tuyrza, “ to 
whom some of the poet’s most tearful poems 
were addressed. The question, “ Who was 
Thyrza!“ has been discussed, and the gen- 
erai-opinion seems te be that she was a 
creature of the imagimation; that the poet 
had to have someone for his subject, and 
that he created Thyrza after ail others, save 
his sister, hac deceived him. One biographer 
says Thyrza was none other than Margaret 


CHARITY OF THE PERSIAN. 


Wealthy Orientale Keep Open House for 
Rich and Poor. 

A Persian ofjrank always keeps open house. 
In addition to the frequent and sumptuous 
entertainments of such an establishment a 
traveler of distinction may always find a 
comfortable iodging in the chief houses of a 
town or village. More than this, the poor 
can generally obtain a meal there. It may 
be merely a meal of bread and rice or a 
ragoul; but when the poor man at the gate 
asks for it it is not refused. While naturally 
many would hesitate to beg even when 
needy, yet in every place there are some who 
are dependent on coarity and they are not 
likely to suffer in Persia as. sometimes with 
us. The reason for this custom is partly be- 
cause me Mahometan religion inculcates 
charity to the faithful as a means of pro- 
moting a sure entrance to the realms of bliss;

QUEEN VICTORIA'S DAIRY. 


How the Royal Family's Milk and Butte 
Are Cared For. ) 
American Agriculturist: As all students of 
history know, Windsor Castle stands on a 
sharp biuff overlooking the River Thames 
and in the midst of one of the most beautiful 
pastoral valleys in the world. The domain 
of this ancient stronghold has an extent of 
many acres, to practically use which tne late 
Prince Consont estabushed the Shaw farm 
within its boundary. One of the most inter- 
esting features of this is the dairy. of which 
an illustration is given below. This building 
is of yellow brick, with sandstone fac- 
ings. It consists.on the ground floor 
of the milk room, the churning 
room and the scalding room; i. the 
upper floor contains the rooms set apart for 
the use of the Woman in charge; the milk- 
room is fitted up with due attention to labor- 
saving. The walis and the floor are of sub- 


stock show in Smithfield. The treatment of 
the cows in milk is as follows: They are 
put on pasture about the 15th of April for 
midday reluxataon until the middle of May, 
when they range both day and night. bree 
according to the state of the weather, y 
are brought in about the 15th of Septem- 
ber, or the first week in October. They are 
allowed daily exercise at re until the 
second or third week in November, when 
they are taken up finaily for the winter. 

The dairy cows during the non-pasturing 
months of the yéar ure fed three times dur- 
ing every twenty-four hours. The allowance 
is liberal and mee — cut feed; the com- 
ponent parts are chop hay, cho 
(the yellow mangel is —— * wheat 
bran, crushed oats, and about two pounds of 
corn meal subdivided through the three feed- 
ings. The cows which are in full flow of 
milk have daily in their feed an extra allow- 
ance of two pounds of linseed cake.

Goldoni wrote some of the best plays 
after his eightieth birthday. Wordsworth 
worked with apparentiy undiminished power 
at fourscore and Goethe continued to aston- 
ish tue world at fourscore and three. George 
Bancroft began life with the reoigy? and 
will therefore be ninety in October. 
until lately wielded his pen with the grace 
of Saladin and the force of the lion-hearted 
Richard, but the great scholar's heart now 
beats like a muffled drum. Whittier at 83 
sings as sweetly as ever, but with a tremu- 
lous sadness, as though the harp-strings 
were ed by ume. Gladstone still felis 
trees at $1, but the ax bas lost its old ring. 
His voice continues mellow as a cathedral 
bell, but the yim and vigor of leadership are 
an ebbing tide. Bismarck is only 75, but his 
prejudices almost as chronic as his rheu- 
matism, and William demands younger blood 
in project and counsel 

Great fires are sometimes slow in going 
out. Sophocles was nearly 90 when his eldest 
son, who wanted to handle the old gentie- 
man’s property, charged him with decaying 


faculties. But the brave old man read his last, 


poem to the Judges and the indictment was 
instantly quashed. 

Herodotus tells us that King Arganthonius 
reached the wonderful age of 150 years. 
Cicero however discounts the story, but is 
wilimg to admit that he was 120 when be 
died. Agathocies, the tyrant of Sicily, beid 
his sovereignty until he was 95, and Bardyllis, 
King of Lilyria, was on horseback in the war 
against Philip at 90. 7 King of Persia, 
reached the ripe age of 100, and then, tired 
of life, committed suicide. Asander was a 
vigorous soldier at 90, but after his 98d birth- 
day, when h:s life was “as full of sorrows as 
the sea of sands,” he starved himself to 
death. 

It may be interesting to know that when 
Vespasian made his census A. D. 74 there 
were found fifty-nine persons who were 100 
years old, 114 persons from 100 to 110, two from 
110 to 125, four from 125 to 130, six from 130 to 
135, and three from 135 to 140. 

Oct. 28, 1779, the patriarch Jacob entered 
the French Assembly—ail me members ris- 
ing to receive him—at 120 years. 

July 14, 1700, the First Consul received 
two Invalides, one of whom was 106 and the 
other 107. 


Dr. Beaupeir died in 1805 at the age of 117. 


At 80 be was more than over shoes in love, 


80 married a second time and had a family of 


sixteen children. 
In 1835 there were in the Russian Empire 


416 persons between 100 and 135 vears of age. 


In 1889 Russia boasted of 126 persons who 
were from 110 to 115 years old and 130 per- 
sons from 115 to 120. 

This list might be indefinitely increased, 
the highest recorded age of modern times be- 
ing 184 years. 

f course these are all rare instances, 
athered from the countless multitudes who 
ave. come and gone. There seems to be a 

genius for longevity as well as for poetry, 
but neither the One nor the other is found 
every day. 

What is the secret? There probably is 
none. You have the tough live oak, which 
covers many generations with its eternal 
boughs, and the rose which blossoms today 
and is withered tomorrow. The only reason 
why some peopie outlive others is that they 
don’t know how to die.

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WAGNER NEARLY HOLDS His OWN 
WITH STRAUSS AT THE EXPOSITION, 


_ by Me. Thomas Is Bearlag Frait aod 
That the Public Taste Has Improved— 
Mose a Progressive Art—Musical Notes 
—Dixey’s New Piece at the Columb's— 
Dramatic Notes and Comment. | 
The close of the second week af the Theo- 
doro Tbomas summer night concerts at the 


Exposition Buiiding leaves three more weeks 


of these delightful entertainments still in 
prospect. The largest house of the ä 
was that of Wednesday evening, when near 
Jy 5,400 people gathered to listen to the geo- 
ond ball-room program of the season. The 
Wagner program also attracted a large 
housc, though it was clearly evident that the 
„Music of the Future” could not draw as 
lurge an audience’as the music of the dance. 

This is not in the least surprising, for the 


reason that the degree of musical intelligence 


required to enable one to fully appreciate 
Wagner isso great that it does not lie in the 


power of every one to attain it, and though. 


many can find great pleasure in listening two 
his music their number must necessarily be 
more limited than the number of those who 
are capable of enjoying a waltz, or some 
work of a similar grade of complexity. In 
fact, it is rather a matter of surprise that a 
Wagner program should be capable of at- 
tracting an audience of between 3,000 and 

4,000 peopie, and that not only for a single 
decaston but once a week throughout the 
season. itis an added proof of the value of 
the educational work which Mr. Thomas has 
been doing for years in this community. It 
was alittle surprising last Thursday even- 
ing to notice a strongly marked endeavor on 
the part of the audience to secure a repeti 

tion of the Voices of the Forest,” from 
„Siegfried.“ Such u demonstration as was 
then made is only posaibie when the major- 
ity of those present have 1 a long 
way toward a full 3 on and enjoy- 
ment of a composition, and proves that 
Wagner’s writing has alresdy obtained a 
firm hold upon the affection of the people, 


such, indeed, as would a few years ago have: 


been deemed impossible. In the light of the 
present itis higbiy amusing to read criti- 
cisms veniured at the outset of the master’s 
career, and some of those which marked the 
earher performances of nis works in this 


country. | 

It would be exceedingly interesting—were 
it possibie—to trace the progress of an indi- 
vidual from the time he is first drawn within 
the sphere of attraction of the ball-room 
nights to the day he cau feel in his owu soul 
that de reaily admires and venerates 
the great modern dramatic genius, and is 
sure that he begins to appreciate him. Such 
appreciation must necessarily continue to 
grow as one becomes better acquainted with 


- the Wagner works and gradually attains a 


clearer insight into theig¢ structure and a 
deeper sympathy with me author's design. 
From Strauss to Wagner is a long journey, it 
1s true, but that were are many who have 
trodden that path there can be no possible 
lo Wagner the art of 
found its culmination — as 
present age is con- 
cerned—and though there is no doubt that 
the future will lead to still greater heights, it 
is certain tbat he represents the most ad- 
vanced musical thought that the world has 
vet known. For that very reason the num- 
ber of those who may be said to appreciate 
him to any marked degree is necessarily um- 
ited, but a glance vackward twenty-five 
years or so affords conclusive proof that the 
musical world is gradually approuchinge his 
stand point, and when that is at last reached 
the man will undoubtedly arise whose 
mission it shall to lead tt 
. into new fields, as new to that age as those 
_ovened by Wagner were to us. The ple 
to whom the works of Mozart and n 
were the latest revelations in musical art 
would undoubtedly have that but 
little if anything remained to te done fur- 
Sher than to employ the means of musical 
expression after ‘weir manner, and it is cer- 
tain that at the death of Beethoven music 
was by the majority believed to have reached 
the highest possible point of its development 
iu his works, many of whicn at 
one ume were regarded in much 
the same licht as Wagner’s are 
now—too intricate and labored to be under- 
stood. Mozart and Haydn nave already be- 
come easy of comprehension and even old- 
fashioned; that which was incomprehensibie 
in Beethoven is now clear, and the same is 
sure to be true of Wagver in the not distant 
future; for history repeats itself, and no- 
where with greater certainty than in the 
progress of the musical art. The writer who 
is furthest in advance of whe musical under- 
standing of his age in due time becomes ac- 
cepted and then is left behind in the on- 
ward march of knowledge and achievement. 
The series of historicai programs which Mr. 
Thomas is presenting Tuesday evenings is of 
t interest and affords an easy method of 
ming acquainted with the condiuon of 
instrumente! music at different epochs, and 
the gradual progress made through the labors 
of different composers. With the works 
presented in accordancee with this scheme 
Many things will be noted by the student, 
which wouid under ordinary circumstances 
observation, and each. step 
in advance may be clearly seen.

They take purt in a general 
conversation. They do not either sit mutely 
by, looking as if all that were required of 
them were to pose their graceful heads and 
fold their taper fingers—tney show an intel 
ligent interest, and here and there insert an 
apt remark.

Europe and Biack in Martinique—The 
Black Reserve—What the Future Will 
Bring Forth—Complication of the Social 
Question. 
Whoever has read much concerning the 
West Indian colonies has doubtiess acquired 


some idea of the wonderful diversity of colors 


presented by its races of mixed biood—colors 
which under the sun of the tropics assume a 
vividness unknown in the southern part of 


the United States among our own half-breed 


citizens. He Has also learned, no doubt, 


of the attempt to classify these race 


colors under nine principal divisions— 


‘ranging up from black or nearly black 
‘ through bronze reds and coppery browns and 


fruit yellows to the dead ivory white of che 
sang-méilé. He also surmised perhaps that 


the shades must vary almost as indefinably 


as varies the proportion of white to = 

ut 
he must go to the colonies himself to learn 
that each individual of mixed race has bis 
own particular color-—discernible, to creole 


eyes only—not to the inexperienced eyes of a 
‘stranger. He is made aware of the fact, is 


convinced of it beyond a ren dag 
record such infinitesimal differences of tint. 
And after a residence of some years in the 
colony which I visited he would become equal- 
ly convinced of the fact that the shadings and 
the intershadings of the social question are 
scarcely jess multiple and complex than the 
differences of skin-tint; and that every indi- 
vidual.of mixed race has also his particular 
social color or difference of imagined local 
value —also indistinguishable by a stranger, 
but understood by créoles. In brief, he 
learns that the question is complicated 
to a degree impossible to be conceived, much 
less explained in detail, 
In the Ascendant. 


It might seem, for example, quite a clear 
and simple statement that the wuite element, 
outside of polities at least, still occupies the 
acknowledged summit of the sociai scale un- 
der the old siave title of békés, signifying 
both master and white. But there are four 
or five distinct classes of whites to be 
accounted for without reference to others 
more or less indistinct. There are 
the old crevies, who form 2 tol- 
erably compact class, nearly all if not all of 
whom are fathers of colored children and 
strongly op to race conciliation. 


There are the young creole whites having a 


separate organigation and some tendency 
to assume a softer attitude. There are the 
foreign whites who affect to sympathize 
with the old whites, ana the foreign whites 
who overtly sy@ipdthize with tne race 
of color and are not afraid or ashamed 
to marry into it. There, are the 
independent whites who succeed in pleasing 
everybody so far as it ig possibie to piease by 
offending nobody. Thereare also the men 
of color suffered to pass for white by white 
suffrage, although their origin is known. 
There are lastiy those white men of color 
who compel. respect by their character, 
wealth, and education, and who do not care 
what the old whites’ think or 
do not think. These men can be 
white in Paris; they do not care about 
being white in Martinique; they know their 
own value aud can teach whenever neces- 
sary the art of scorn to provincial scorners. 
All ot we above are classed by the people as 
békés; and all whites except those foreign 
whites allied by marriage or by political 
sympathy with the race of color can be said 
to form a caste, definitely outlined at its 
summit and grading down into indefinite- 
ness through ite base. 


Degrees of Color. 

The yy ps colored element is, if any- 
thing. doubly u compiéx in its social struct- 
ure as the white; there are the men of color 
who have assumed ana still maintain the 
frankiy aggressive position to white con- 
servatism, to religious and political con- 
servatism; these are the real rulers of the 
colony. Then there are the men of color 
who, althougu refused. social fraternity by 
the whites, express sympathy with tnem. 
Then there are the men of color who re- 
main strictly neutral iweregard to the race 
question, Finally there are the colored peo- 
ple representuig the various industries and 
callings, still more divided by subdivisiots 
of race sympathy or hostility, and forming 
outside of the race quesuon two curious 
castes chiefly exemplified through the cus- 
toms of the women: those who dress in Eu- 
ropean fashion and those faithful to the old 
Martinique fashions. 

Aeris Africa. ‘ 

Outside of this fantastic city life, yet 
vaguely related to it through the darker 
castes and dominating it from ali the mornes 
and peaks of the “lofty interior, swarms the 
great black reserve, the mass of the old 
African element, always multiplying and 
strengthening; modified wondrously by 
climatic forces as to vigor and thew, 
but with thoughts and habits scarce- 
ly changed by the centuries. Not 
even the keen mulatto, with’ all his double 
racial experience, knows its heart to the 
core. Pacific, it seems only a great curious 
artiess foolish people, a world of : children 
overgrown. Let witüin one brief day if 
touched by some sudden fanaticism it van 
exercise the terror and the destructive fury 
of a hurricane, miming the pitilessness and 
the deafness, the blindness, and the cruelty 
of anatural force, , 

Changes Imminent. 

Just as public education will surely destroy 
the poetry and simplicity of popular speech, 
substituting the, harder, subtler, and more 
nervous French for that child tongue now 
more often termed négue than creole, so will 
politics surely destroy the poetry or sim- 
plicity of the old colonial life. For there was 
an intimate inner domestic life never stirred 
by caste 8 and political antagonisms 
—a patriarchal life which despite various 
evils ioherent to it was characterized by a 
tenderness and sympathy full of human 
poetry. Enveloping all the exotic relanons 
of the old social system, like a beautiful 
vague mist, there once existed something, 
difficult to deseribe but very sweet to feel— 
ao atmosphere of gentieness and trust akin 
to love.

_ THEY SHOULD STAY AT HOME. 


Education Does Net Equip 
American Women. 
Not long ago a fashionable ‘* Luncheon 


Ciub” in Chicago appointed as a subject for 
discussion: Is it desirable that American 
girls should receive & foreign education?“ A 
writer in the New York Siar thus expresses 
the opinion which many of the ladies arrived 
at. Is it not best for a girl to be educated in 
the country where her home is to bef The 
foreign custom of educating giris is so totally 
different from the American fashion that a 
4 who has passed several years at school 
n France or Germany is almost. unfitted tor 
life here. As an instance I will mention the 
case of two giris, belonging to one of the 
wealthy and fashionable families in this city, 
who were educated entirely in Germany. 

They were bright, studious girls, and they 
learned many domestic arts that are not 
taught in American private schools. They 
became accomplished, musicians and ex- 
cellent housekeepers, While one had great 
skill in raising flowers, and the other was 
equally successful in prevaring dainty dishes 
for the table. Besides all this they were re- 
fined, ladylike, and well-mannered, and each 
had a handsome fortune in ber own right. 
When they finished school they wers brought 
to tnis country and introduced into society. 
In spite of their social position, their accom- 
plisaments, and their wealth they were social 
failures. They were too shy, too retiring; 
they did not understand American customs 
and manners, and Americans did not under- 
stand them. Their ts confessed that 
they had made a mistake in educating them 
5 a country where they did not intend to 

ve. 

The foreign education is more domestic 
and more secludeq than the American. It 
encourages heipiessness in that it never al- 
lows a girl to act for herself. It looks with 
hurror onall that American independence 
and fearlesslessness that makes the Ameri- 
can girl so attractive, not only in the eyes of 
foreigners, but in our own. A girl who is 
never encouraged to act or think for herself, 
nor to walk out alone, nor to receive a man 
friend alone in her own home, soon becomes 
anonentity. This sort ot thmg makes a shy 
girl more 1 aad is oniy intended for girls 
who are to live in countries Where they are 
habitually 
gives them freedom. 


A Foreign 
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inson’s competiter for its purchase w 
French Government, which sought it for the 
Louvre. It shows the smiling face of the satyr 
surrounded by wild locks, the whole being in a 
perfect state of preservation. The Tunagra 
statuettes are beautiful examples of this house- 
hold scupture with which a nation of artists 
amused itself. One of them shows the seated 
figure of a lady, nearly twice as large as the ma- 
jority of these figurines, oh body and 
raiment the colors are stronger than usual, even 
to a faint trace or two of gold in the ornaments 
of the auburn hair. The pose of the figure is 
stately, and the fall of the. drapery extremely 
graceful. The long. low twist ot the hair is so 
accurately rendered that any modern belle 
could easily copy it—more easily than the deau- 
tiful line of the pure Greek profile, Another of 
these spring-time maidens wears a smile of joy 
on one of the sweetest faces over uneartned in 
the isles of Greece. She leans on a vilaster 
at the left, and her rigut hand holds up 
her drapery while ‘the right foot is uplifted 
m a charmingly graceful attitude, The third 
lady may be in the act of makmg a speech, for 
she stands with one harfa outstretehed in an im- 
pressive and convincitig ure, her drapery 
falling in royal folds about her stately figure. 
All of these beautiful little bite from the great 
days of sculpture are exquisitely simple and del- 
icate, unaffected ana unstrained. All of them 
show strong traces of their original colors, espe- 
cially the largest one, which the imagination can 
easily reclothe in the hues thé ancient sculptor- 
painter gave it. 

Several of the antique glass vases are beauti- 
ful in form and iridescence. They range in size 
from my lady’s tiny perfume bottle, gorgeous 


with many colors sunk in ite dark surface, to the | 


tall, generous, opal-tinted vase, with its 
round body and narrow nick, Time 
has heavily incrusted these graceful 
trifles and given them that deliéate glamour of 
color which is like a fairy's dream of a rainbow. 
One of the Greek terra-cotta cups is a borse’s 
head, topped with a circle of dancing figures out- 
lined in black—a curious dit of grostesque. An- 
other vase, though small, is oneof the most 
beautiful examples in Chicago, both for the 
grace ofits form and the .delicacy of its decora- 
tion.

Renouf’s enormous picture of the Brook- 
lyn bridge, which was longon exhibition at 3 
Eden Musée in New York, now hangs at the Art 
Institute, almost covering the west wall of the 
main gallery. The East River is shown with 
sunset colors flashing over it from a brilliant 
sky, while boats large and small move back 
and forth across its surface and the long curve 
of the bridge sweeps high above it. The painter 
alms at the most faithful literalism, yet, 
as is always the case when muthematical 
exactness is offered as a substitute for an artistic 
imagination, his picture wholly fails to suggest 
the magnificence of the scene. It even dwarfs 
the bridge toa puny structure, so that one be- 
gins at once to question the accuracy of his per- 
spective, to mpasure the steamboat by the bridge 
and the bridge by the steamboat and decide that 
something is wrong with both. An artist of im- 
aginative power could give us more of the ma)- 
esty and mystery of this mighty crossing of higu- 
ways on a canvas of twenty inches than Mr. 
Renonptf has been able to render on one of twenty 
feet. There is much to praise in the vigor, and 
freedom,. and proficiency of the painter's tech- 
nique. But technique may always be learned, 
especially by a Frenchman. There are certain 
qualities of the soul which lie deeper than learn- 
ing, and these seem not only beyond his reach 
but beyond his conception as well. 


* * 

The suvercilious tone which the New York 
press adopts in discussing art news from Chicago 
affords amusing reading. The following from the 
New York Times is particularly brilliant: 

“The Society of American Artists sent most of 
the pictures exhibited in New York to Chicago, 
where they seem to have fallen fiat. The critics 
do not like them and th Chicago people have 
not bought a single one. The way to get the 
Wild. West to buy American pictures is to exhibit 
them in Paris or London.“ 

The commentator is misinformed, With pos- 
sibly a single exception the Chicago critigs were 
enthusiastic in their praise of this exhibition. 
THE TRIBUNE, under date of June 9, 15, and 22, 
devoted several columns to the expression of its 
appreciation. One of the other morning papers 
could not have underestimated the collection, 
for it asserted ite opinion in terms which, by a 
singular coincidence, had been printed pre- 
viously in one of the most  intelli- 
gent of the New York dailies. Popular 
interest in the pictures was indicated by a large 
attendance during the five weeks that the works 
of the society were shown. Only one picture, 
the large landscape by Bolton Jones, has been 
sold as yet, although at least one other will prob- 
ably remain in Chicago, This scarcity of sales 
is unquestionably due to the lateness of the sea- 
son and the fact that collectors of pictures are: 
usually out ot town in summer. In New York 
similar conditions are recognized and yielded to: 
uo exhi ns are given, and no one is expected 
to buy pictures in the dog- days. But even in the 


rush of the spring season, and with the first 


choice of the American Artists’ exhibition 
offered to it, New York responded to their fine 


_appeal with only four or five beggarly thousands. 


For many years the Chicago Exposition has 
held annually the only exhibition of American 
art which adequately illustrates the progress of 
our artists both at home and abroad—an exhibi- 
tion which has earned for iteelf in Paris the title 
of the “ American Salon.” New York, depending 
for its annual exhibition on the. artists who re- 
main at home, making no effort to secure con- 
tributions from our painters abroad, can show 
nothing so important, so impressive, so admira- 
ble in selection and arrangement. If this state- 
ment seem incredible nothing would give the 
“ Wild West greater pleasure than to have the 
New York critics come here in a body next Sep- 
tember to test its accuracy. The sight of one of 
these exhibitions, however, although a surprise 
to such prejudiced visitors, Would éCarcely en- 
able them to realize how important the series 
has been historically. or how deeply it has en- 
riched the people of Chicago, Who alone are fa 
miliar with the progress of American art. For 
several years past the sales at these exhibitions 
have amounted to nearly $25,000, an average 
which no New York exhibition can equal. 

The frontispiece of the July Portfolio is a fine 
photogravure of Alfred Stevens’ recumbent. 
statue of the Duke of Wellington, which is dedi- 
cated to the warriors memory in St. Paul's, 
London, although his remains do not lie in the 
heavily foliated sarcophagus below. The figure 
is simple and strong, a beautiful expression of 
heroic manhood lying in the repose of death. 
Justin McCarthy continues his delightful jour- 
ney From Charing Cross to St. Paul's with 
the graphic Joseph Pennell by his side. There 
is something more like Paris than London in the 
suggestions conveyed by Mr. Penneil's manner, 
bis vivid contrasts of light and shade, yet no one 
could mistake that London omnibus in his 
plate, “The Strand,” and the two night- 
scenes are brilliant little sketches, ex- 
quisitely dramatic and true. The art- 
ist, who is said to have braved the 
scoffing crowd by carrying his drawing-board to 
the very heart of London, is to be congratu- 
lated on the vigor and delicacy of his expression 
of crowded streets, bits of graceful architecture, 
rains and mists of night, aad other phases of 
metropolitan life. Walter Armstrong reviews 
the volume on the Development and Character 
of Gothic Architecture,” in whieh Charles Her.

There is 
no trace of the black cliffs covered with cor- 
morsnts,’’ no trace of the “several vessels, one 
behind the other, driving at a frightful 
speed against the rocks,” no trace of 
an immense wave lifting itself like an angry 
mountain,” or of death playing with a handful 
of men whom it intended to orush and swallow,“ 
or of the old sailor.“ whom Millet praises as 
the heroic leader of the rescuing party, and in 
whom the sympathetic painter would undoubt- 
‘edly have centered the dramatic interest of the 
scene if he had ever painted it. In Mr. Wright’s 
picture there is no sign of terfor or death or 
struggle. The sun shines on the distant coast, 
the waves are calming, little boats swarm about 
the disabled ship picking up what they can find. 
The scene resembles that which Mullet saw 
about as much as “ The Henrietta” resembles 
King Lear.“ 

As for the picture itself it is English in every 

brush stroke. The men’s costumes are plainly 
English—who ever saw G French sail- 
or French peasant Wearing a vest 
and a white turn-down collar? What French 
painter ever gave to sailor or peasant the high, 
bold brows and the typical English faces which 
are crudely shown in this canvas? How can the 
morning sun, shining presumably from the 
southeast, strike full on the northern coast of 
France! The picture is admittedly not in the 
least in Miliet’s mature style. If he painted it 
it must have been the Work of his crude youth. 
Yet far from showing traces of youthful freedom 
or immaturity, it is full of acavired mannerisms, 
settled peculiarities of technique which come 
with habit, which prove a band long wedded to 
the brush, and which no painter could ever lose 
after he had once acquirea them. 
There are certain points of excellence in 
the rendering of waves and clouds, judged by 
the standard of the English school of fifty years 
ago. The figures, however, are extremely per- 
functory, the faces ridiculously so. The style is 
dry and hard, in color and handling so unlike the 
austerely tender and poetic Millet that to any 
student of the painter his association with this 
picture seems ridiculous, —_ 

The alleged Millet signature is invisible at 
present under a bloc of wood which is nailed 
over it. There is thus no chance to judge of its 
genuineness, If, however, the name could be 
proved beyond the faintest shadow of doubt a 
genuine signature of the painter -an impossible 
supposition—it would prove no more than that 
the picture was once in Millet’s possession. It is 
unquestionably an example of English marine 
art of two generations ago, executed by some 
painter whose name was of so little value that 
he did not attach it to the picture. M. Durand- 
Ruel and all the r experts may stay in Paris, 
and the people of Chicago need not wait for 
their next journey hither before assuring them- 
selves that the picture never came from the 
brush of Jean Frangois Millet,

Ask an old settler what the name Beloit signi- 
fies and he will tell you a story like this: 

„Old man Blodgett, who was one of the first 
startefs of the town, called it New Albany. But 
the people didn't like that name. It didn’t ‘sig- 
nify.” A meetine of ciuzens was called and dis- 
» cussed various names. It came pretty near being 
called Waterloo. Finally a committee of three, 
composed of Caleb Blodgett, Mr. Allen, and 
Maj. Charlies Johnson, was appointed to pick 
out a name and report to the meeting. After an 
absence of forty minutes the committee came in. 
Johnson was Chairman. He said the committee 
had agreed upon a name that was suitable to the 
location. Beloit was the name. Mr. Johnson 
said the committee had made the name by com- 
pounding two French words, and the significance 
was deaulisui and the junction of two streams. 
And ever since the town bas been called Beloit 
the Beautiful.” 

The story is a good one and makes good read- 
ing in the history of the county. But the Beloit 
man doesn't tell you the other end of the story. 

A few days after the town under its new flag 
had begun to plume itself, Maj. Johnson met one 
of ne fellow-citizens, and the following is said 
to have taken place: 

How do our people seem to like the new 

name!“ asked Johnson. 
* “They are charmed. They like it because it 
means something. and because that something 
appeals to our site, and because it's French,“ re- 
plied the citizen. 

“I knew the committee didn’t know any 
French,“ continued’ the Major, and I include 
myself in that. But Blodgett and Allen thought 
I knew the language and left it all to me. I just 
put some letters tégether and spelled out Beloit. 
But it has no derivation—it doesn't mean any- 
thing. But it has a soft sound and is easy tosay 
and was. new.” 

This afterpart of the story of how Beloit came 
to be named is not often told to the newcomer. 
The old settler sticks to it that Beloit is French, 
and that it means “ beautiful streams.” 


A Story by the Bridge. 

There is.one bridge in Beloit connecting the 
two divisions, Itis over the Rock River, which 
tumbles on tte way south. A stairway leads 
from one end of this bridge down to the river's 
brink. It is a shady place, and from here the 
citizen goes fishing when heisinahurry. Sit- 
ting here in thé cool of a day that was hot above 
u young man who had read up on the town told 
this story: 

There is no Lover's Leap around -here like 
the halt-dozen you find along the banks of tne 
Mississippi River and up at Mackinad Island. 
But we've got a legend that knocks em silly. I'll 
tell it to you!“ 

The young man put u piece of calf's liver on 
bis hook. for bait, threw it out into the fretful 
waters, and said: 

“ You seo the first white man who came here 
Was named Mack. He was a mac without a 
history and without a name, only Mack, and no- 


rst, middie, or last name. He came up from 
Pecatonica in 1837. He had been living among 
| the Indians sixteen years. He came west from 
somewhere in 1820. After a while, when the 
whites began coming up here and saw this 
beautiful spot, they got the confidence of Mack, 
and, to be honest about ft, [ guess they got Mack 
to play it on the red men, for the latter soon 


| found that they were in«danger of losing their 


eye teeth if they went to sleep. They had reason 
to suspect Mack. 

“One night an Indian girl—a princess of the 
Winnebago tribe, pretty as Pocahontas—callea 
Mack out and told him that a plot was on to have 
his scalp that very night. Mack fled and was pur- 
sued for miles, but he escaped ana went to Chi- 
cago. Your town used to be a harbor for fleeing 
ones. 


“By-and-by the Winnebagoes found they 
couldn't live without Mack and sent for him to 
come back, which summons he obeyed. But the 
Winnebago was uncertain.

From the story of Tutebault the Cunning" 
the story-teller hastily recounted the coming of 
Caleb Blodgett, the first pioneer of this section. 
He hud with him his two sons, Nels and Dan, 
and a prairie-preaking plow. John Hackett, who 


had married Blodgett in Onio, came on 


„toon ap four. sections of lana,” 


Charles F. H. Goodhue for $2,000, and Goodhus 
sold to Charles Johnson of Vermont, and about 
the same time John Doolitule arrived and bowut. 


Following him came Deacon Horace White, and

In 1838 the settlement was a village. R. P. 
Crane had quit-cluims, and entered under his 
claim of preémption at the land office in Milwau- 
kee the 26th of November. 


Civilization Breeds Lawsuits. 

White men make lawsuits. In 1845 it became 
necessary to have a street in the village and one 
was laid out. It ran tarough Ben Brown's lot. 
and in exchange for this the village fathers gave 
Ben a portion of the public landing on the river. 
It was-soon discovered that this landing had not 
been reconveyed by Crane to tne city fathers; 
that in consideration of #0 Crane had quit- 
claimed to one Gardner. This was the beginning 
of the first lawsuit, which appeared on the 
docket as Gardner vs. Tisdale et al., in 
which Luther Tisdale and A. F. Toudro, 
as tenants for Benjamin Brown, were 
made defendants th an action of 
ejectment brought by Gardner. The case was 
fought to the Supreme Court and there Matt 
Carpenter appeared as counsel for plainuff and 
Joe Sleeper for defendant. The result was that 
Brown's title was deciared invalid. 

And out of this sprung apparent endless liti- 
gation about all of Brown's titles and the new 
settlement was on the eve of insurrection several 
times. Matt Carpenter and E. G. Ryan were at- 
torneys on the one side and Rufus Cnoate and 
James R. Doolittie and Abraham Lincoln were 
on the other side. 

It was a battle of giants, and for months there 
was little good fellowsbip in the settlement. It 
is not necessary to follow the details of this 
famous suit bere. It is put down as an incident. 

Carpenter, Choate, and oolittie became 
United States Senators later db, and Ryan wus 
Chief Justice on the bench of his State. Lincoln 
—the worid knows that history. 


Potats from Which Events Are Dated. 

Every town that has any life in it has some 
point or points from which it dates certain 
events. 

Beloit has the following: The first white wom- 
an in the town, Mrs. Caleb Blodgett; the first 
brick house, 1842; the ‘first sermon, by Prof. 
Whitney of Belvidere in 1837. It was preached 
in the first hotel. The first school was taught in 
the kitchen ofa hovel in 1838, John Burroughs 
being the master. The first marriage was that 
of Harvey Beverly. and Mary J. Moore in 1839, 
and both are now Jiving out West. The first 
white child was the daughter of the landiord, 
Mr. Wadworth. The first white male child was 
Lucien D. Means, son of Deacon Means. The 
first United States mall ever received was by 
horseback from Belvidere. John Hackett was 
the first Postmaster. | j 

In 1856 the town became a city. 


QUEER THINGS IN HELIGOLAND. 


Strange Oustoms That Prevail on the 
Mocky Little Island. 

London Times: It must be noticed, how- 
ever, that their Sabbath begins at 6 p. m. 
Saturday, when the church bell is toiled, and 
ends Sunday at the same hour. Formerly 
no vessel could leave port between these 
hours. Marriage cancels every other engage- 
ment, so that there can be no breach of prom- 
ise brought against a man when once he is 
married. 

The inhabitants have a strange custom 
New-Year’s.Eve. They then perambulate the 
streets with broken te and pans, which 
they place before their friends’ doors, und 
the man who has the largest heap before his 
cottage is congidered the most popular. 

The people rarely lock their doors, but 
when they do they leave the key where it 
= be reach by any one seeking admie- 
sion. 

The fisher-girls bait the hooks and carry 
them inalarge wooden basket filled with 
sand to the fishermen on the beach. This is 
by no means alight burden; yet they may 
be seen cheerfully chatting with their com- 
panions as they march onward with wollen 
shawls over their heads. Thé streets bear 
English names, as Leopold, Berlin, Church 
Augusta, Thames, Short, O’Brien, Prince o 
Wales, Princess street, etc.; but tne natives 
have their own names for them. 

Heligoland has a small prison or lock-up, 
but they rarely lock any one up, as they do 
not care to board the prisoner. There is also 
a small cottage hospital ready for use if nec- 
essary, but patients are few and far be- 
tween. There is also a poorheuse. Here 
poor peopie live rent free. The pian adopted 
is for parents and children to go before the 
magistrate, when the former resign 
any little property they may possess 
to their children, who in their turn promise 
to find them in food. When the Husband dies 
the wife takes his property, and at her de- 
2 itis equally diviued between the chil- 

ron. 

There are no horses or donkeys in Heligo- 
land, for they would be useless there; but 
there are eight cows and about thirty sheep. 
tethered and milked, the milk being 
considered superior to that of cows. There 
are three 3 the junior being known 
by the e amount of gold lace worn by 
him. The coastguard consists of five En- 
glishmen, who are not permitted to act as 
constables. There are also sixteen active 
native cOusteuards and sixteen in the re- 
serve. Whea tere is a wreck the whole 
island claims the saivage. Most of the 
inhabitants are behind with their rates, 
but they are never prosecuted, for when 
a settl | ‘after the season is over 
what remains 1s left in the hopes of. being re- 
covered next year. The debtors are en- 
gaged to work on wrecks, and then old scores 
are wiped off and the balance handed over 
tothem. The natives only are permitted to 
rent small potato patches, which are much 
valued, but the Government reserves most 
of the land for its own-purposes.
